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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  was  prepared  by  the  Evaluation 
Section  of  the  Illinois  Office  of  Education  in 
compliance  with  federal  regulations  which  require 
an  annual  evaluation  of  Title  I Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act  Programs. 

The  migrant  program  is  national  in  scope. 
Migrant  programs  established  in  each  state  to  meet 
the  special  needs  of  its  migratory  children  are  to 
be  coordinated  with  similar  programs  in  other 
states. 

The  Title  I migrant  program  incorporates  the 
following  goals  of  the  Illinois  State 
Board  of  Education: 

Blllngual/Bicultural  Education 

All  school  districts  should  offer  high 
quality  bilingual/bicultural  education  to 
students  for  whom  English  is  a second  language. 
These  students  should  be  encouraged  to  main- 
tain and  improve  their  language  skills  in 
both  English  and  their  home  languages. 

Cultural  differences  must  be  respected  and 
discriminatory  practices  avoided.!

This  report  will  describe  and  discuss  the 
Title  I,  P.L.  89-750  Migrant  Program  in  Illinois. 
Part  I presents  a summary  of  data  and  recommenda- 
tions. Part  II  provides  an  overview  of  the  migrant 
program,  as  Chapter  1 addresses  federal  legislation 
and  Chapter  2 concerns  Itself  with  program  implemen- 
tation in  Illinois.  Chapter  3 is  a presentation 
of  the  Information  submitted  to  the  state  office 
by  local  projects  on  the  FY  76  Self  Assessment 
Questionnaire.  Part  III  highlights  with  brief 
descriptions  several  components  of  the  migrant 
program  in  Illinois.  Finally,  Part  IV  presents 
site  visitation  summaries  based  on  interviews  and 
observations  conducted  at  the  17  migrant  project 
sites  in  Illinois  during  the  summer  of  1976. 
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PURPOSE  OF  PROGRAM  EVALUATION 


An  annual  state  evaluation  of  Title  I ESEA 
programs  Is  required  by  federal  mandate.  The 
report  which  follows  is  filed  to  fulfill  the 
obligation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the  evalua- 
tion of  Title  I,  Public  Law  89-750  projects. 

The  evaluation  process  has  a variety  of 
functions.  It  will  provide  information  for  the 
Federal  Government  concerning  the  utilization  of 
Title  I funds  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 


Within  the  state,  the  report  discusses  issues 
relevant  to  the  effective  functioning  of  the 
Title  I,  89-750  projects.  With  this  information 
the  State  Education  Agency  (SEA)  will  be  able  to 
look  more  closely  at  its  goals  and  provide  better 
ways  to  serve  and  guide  the  Local  Education 
Agencies  (LEA's). 

Another  audience  in  the  state  is  the  migrant 
project  sites.  Hopefully,  a regular  self  examina- 
tion of  their  own  programs  will  be  helpful  in 
deciding  future  goals  and  directions. 
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PART  I 


This  section  provides  a brief  summary  of  significant  findings  presented  in  greater  detail  in  the  body  of 
this  report,  as  well  as  suggestions  based  on  the  evaluator's  observations. 


SUMMARY 

There  were  7 regular  term  and  17  summer  term 
migrant  projects  funded  during  FY  76.  While  the 
total  number  of  projects  has  decreased  by  4 since 
last  year,  the  enrollment  for  both  regular  and 
summer  terms  has  increased.  A total  of  2430 
migrant  children  were  served  during  FY  76. 

Staff-student  ratios  were  1/6.5  for  the 
summer  term  and  1/17  for  the  regular  term.  Being 
bilingual  or  bilingual/bicultural,  having  an 
interest  in  working  with  migrant  children,  and 
previous  aide  training  or  experience  were  the 
primary  criteria  used  for  selection  of  aides. 

Regularly  scheduled  inservice  meetings  were 
held  in  13  of  the  17  summer  term  projects.  There 
was  significant  involvement  of  staff  members  in 
preservice  and  inservice  activities.  The  most 
frequently  reported  inservice  activities  were 
discussions  by  staff  members  of  individual  children, 
classroom  management  techniques,  and  individualizing 
instruction. 

All  17  of  the  summer  projects  utilized  materials, 
supplies  and  equipment  made  available  through  the 
state  mobile  van.  Materials  on  the  van  were  reported 
to  be  practical  and  useful. 

During  the  summer  44%  of  participating  students 
received  dental  screening.  Of  those  screened, 

46%  were  provided  dental  treatment.  Physical 
exams  were  given  to  523  students,  and  140  received 
medical  assistance. 

Eligible  children  for  the  projects  were 
located  through  visits  by  school  representatives 
to  migrant  camps,  through  information  supplied  by 
parents  of  children  attending  the  projects,  and  by 
parents  voluntarily  sending  their  children. 

The  methods  most  frequently  used  to  determine 
the  needs  of  migrant  children  were  teacher-made 
tests,  teacher  referrals,  the  MSRTS,  and  parental 
referrals . 


There  were  721  (unduplicated)  parents  Involved 
in  the  summer  term  and  49  (unduplicated)  in  the 
regular  term.  Staff  contact  with  parents  in  the 
home  was  the  most  effective  type  of  home/school 
contact.  School  functions  such  as  Parents  Nights 
and  Fiestas,  in  which  352  parents  attended,  were 
also  popular  activities. 

Projects  indicated  that  the  health  information 
recorded  on  the  MSRTS  was  of  considerable  use. 

Projects  also  reported  that  the  educational  section 
could  be  more  useful  if  more  specific  academic 
information  were  provided  to  aid  in  student  placement. 
The  MSRTS  was  used  most  frequently  in  providing 
health  services  to  students. 

Projects  cooperated  with  a variety  of  federal, 
state,  local  and  privately  supported  agencies  to 
provide  services  to  migrant  children.  The  agencies 
or  programs  with  which  they  most  often  cooperated 
were  the  school  lunch  program,  county  health 
departments,  the  Illinois  Department  of  Public 
Health,  and  the  Illinois  Migrant  Council. 

All  of  the  projects  were  visited  by  at  least 
one  SEA  staff  representative.  The  most  frequently 
mentioned  forms  of  contact,  in  addition  to  program 
visitation,  were  meeting  at  a SEA  inservice  session 
and  providing  assistance  in  completing  SEA  forms, 
in  clarifying  guidelines,  and  with  financial  questions. 

Language  arts/reading  was  the  instructional 
activity  with  the  largest  number  of  participants 
during  the  summer  term.  Mathematics,  physical 
education,  fine  arts,  and  oral  communication  followed 
in  that  order.  The  activities  with  the  greatest 
numbers  of  participants  during  the  regular  term 
were  language  arts/reading  and  oral  communication. 

Student  success  was  determined  most  frequently 
by  observation.  In  addition,  teacher-made  tests 
and  checklists  were  often  used.  The  overall  rate 
of  success  for  all  age  groups  of  participating 
students  in  all  instructional  areas  was  85%  during 
the  summer  term.  During  the  regular  term  the 
overall  success  rate  for  all  age  groups  in  all 
activities  was  86%. 
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EVALUATOR’S  OBSERVATIONS 

The  following  suggestions  are  recommended 
for  future  program  planning  and  Implementation. 

They  are  based  on  the  Self  Assessment  data  submitted 
to  the  state  office  by  local  migrant  projects  and 
on  observation  and  Interview  data  obtained  during 
on-slte  visits  to  project  sites.  It  should  be 
noted  that  efforts  are  currently  being  made  In 
all  of  the  areas  referred  to  below.  However, 
expanded  efforts  In  these  areas  would  serve  to 
further  strengthen  and  Improve  the  migrant  education 
program. 

1.  There  Is  a need  for  the  SEA  to  continue 
Its  efforts  to  Identify  and/or  develop 
curricula  and  Instructional  materials 
applicable  for  short-term  projects  In 
which  students  are  Spanish-dominant 
and/or  bilingual.  Continued  emphasis 
must  be  placed  on  Instruction  In  the 
academic  disciplines,  particularly  In 
basic  skill  areas  In  reading/language 
arts  and  mathematics. 

2.  The  Importance  and  effectiveness  of  a 
blllngual/blcultural  approach  In  the 
migrant  education  program  has  been 
recognized  by  the  state  office.  To 
ensure  successful  adoption  of  this 
approach  at  the  local  level,  the  SEA 
should  develop  and  disseminate  guidelines 
relative  to  blllngual/blcultural  program 
planning  and  implementation.  Inservice 
training  must  be  provided  to  project 
directors  and  teachers  in  appropriate 
teaching  methodologies,  and  suggestions 
must  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  bilingual 
materials  that  would  be  effective  In 
migrant  education  programs. 


3.  Efforts  must  be  continued  to  explore 
available  student  evaluation  procedures 
and  Instruments.  Of  primary  Importance 
in  short-term  projects  is  the  need  for 
instruments  that  will  efficiently  and 
accurately  place  students  by  assessing 
their  strengths  and  weaknesses  and  will 
also  provide  a means  of  assessing  the 
gains  achieved  following  instruction. 

4.  Further  cooperation  among  regular 
school  year  and  summer  migrant  programs 
is  necessary  in  those  communities  in 
which  migrant  children  are  enrolled 
during  all  or  portions  of  the  regular 
school  year.  The  establishment  of 
record-keeping  systems  and  mechanisms 
for  the  systematic  exchange  of  school 
records  of  migrant  children  should  be 
encouraged . 

5.  Efforts  must  be  expanded  to  Involve 
more  parents  in  the  school  program. 
Teachers  and  other  staff  members  must 
be  encouraged  to  make  home  visits  in 
order  to  establish  personal  contacts 
with  parents.  School  functions,  such 
as  picnics,  open  house  meetings,  and 
get-togethers,  which  are  designed  to 
increase  parent  participation  must  be 
continued  and  further  expanded.  Parent 
Advisory  Councils  should  be  organized 

in  all  projects  to  ensure  parent  involve- 
ment in  the  planning,  implementation 
and  evaluation  of  migrant  programs. 

6.  Increased  efforts  must  be  made  to 
recruit  junior  and  senior  high  migrant 
children  for  the  projects  and  to  design 
an  educational  program  that  will  be 
meaningful  to  them.  Flexibility  may  be 
required  In  the  areas  of  hours  of 
program  operation  and  instructional 
activities  offered  in  order  to  meet  the 
special  needs  of  these  children.

MIGRANT  PROGRAM  OVERVIEW

Chapter  2 addresses  the  subject  of  program 
Implementation  In  Illinois  and  focuses  on  Its  background,  administration,  and  operation  of  regular  ^u^er 

teL  projects.  Chapter  3 presents  and  discusses  the  data  obtained  from  Illinois  migrant  projects  on  the  Sel 

Assessment  Questionnaire  for  FY  76. 


Chapter  1 

FEDERAL  LEGISLATION 


Title  I of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act  of  1965  was  amended  in  1966  by 
Public  Law  89-750  to  specifically  include  children 
of  migratory  agricultural  workers.  Federal  funds 
were  thereby  allocated  to  provide  supplementary 
educational  and  supportive  services  to  children 
of  migratory  agricultural  workers.  The  amendment 
provided  that  education  programs  for  migrant 
children  be  national  In  scope  and  that  they 
coordinate  and  cooperate  with  other  states  who 
are  trying  to  educate  the  migrant  child. 

Children  who  are  eligible  to  participate  in 
the  Title  I migrant  program  may  be  classified  in 
one  of  three  categories: 

1)  An  Interstate  migrant  is  a child  who  has 
moved  with  a parent  or  guardian  within  the 
past  year  across  state  boundaries  in  order 
that  the  parent  or  guardian  may  secure 
temporary  or  seasonal  employment  in  agricul- 
ture or  In  related  food  processing  activities. 


2)  An  intrastate  migrant  is  a child  who  has 
moved  with  a parent  or  guardian  within  the 
past  year  across  school  district  boundaries 
so  that  the  parent  or  guardian  may  secure 
temporary  or  seasonal  employment  In  agri- 
culture or  in  related  food  proce.ssing 
activities. 

3)  A formerly  migratory  or  five-year 
provisional  student  is  a child  who  has  been 
an  Interstate  or  Intrastate  migrant  as 
defined  above,  but  who,  along  with  his/her 
parents  or  guardian,  has  ceased  to  migrate 
within  the  last  five  years  and  now  resides 
in  an  area  in  which  a program  for  migratory 
children  is  to  be  provided. 

Children  of  migratory  fishermen  are  also 
eligible  to  participate  in  migrant  education 
programs.

Federal  funds  provided  through  Title  T,  P.L. 
89-750  are  administered  through  the  state  educa- 
tion agencies.  The  Illinois  Office  of  Educa- 
tion is  responsible  for  the  administration  and 
operation  of  the  migrant  education  program  in 
Illinois . 

Background 

The  migrant  education  program  was 


program  activities  during  on-slte  visits, 
and  conduct  local  Inservlclng  when  1 t is 
necessary.  During  the  summer  the  state 
staff  is  also  aided  by  an  Interstate  consul- 
tant from  the  Texas  Education  Agency.  Since 
the  majority  of  migrant  students  in  Illinois 
are  from  Texas,  this  individual  works  to 
provide  the  necessary  continuity  of  programs 
between  the  two  states. 


established  in  Illinois  in  1967  to  provide 
children  of  migratory  workers  with  the 
opportunity  of  attending  school  for  a full 
school  year.  All  eligible  children  in 
Illinois  are  current  or  formerly  migratory 
children  of  migrant  agricultural  workers. 

There  are  no  migratory  fishermen  in  Illinois 
at  the  present  time.  The  majority  of 
migrant  children  in  Illinois  are  Spanish- 
speaking children  from  the  lower  Rio  Grande 
Valley  in  Texas.  They  are  usually  in  Illinois 
from  March  or  April  until  October  and 
generally  reside  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state.  Migrant  families  in  Illinois  pick 
fruits  and  vegetables  and  work  in  canneries, 
nurseries  and  landscaping,  and  on  sod  farms. 

Administration 

During  FY  76  the  Illinois  Office  of 
Education  received  a federal  allotment  of 
$712,715.  With  these  funds  the  Illinois 
Office  of  Education  provides  technical 
assistance  and  funds  to  school  districts  and 
community  agencies  for  developing  supplemental 
educational  services  to  meet  the  needs  of 
migrant  children.  Among  the  services 
provided  by  the  state  office  are:  1)  approval 
of  local  project  applications  for  grant, 

2)  conducting  inservice  training  workshops 
for  migrant  program  staff,  3)  operation  of  a 
curriculum  van,  4)  technical  assistance  in 
developing  objectives,  curriculum  and 
appropriate  testing  materials,  and  5)  iden- 
tification of  Impacted  areas  of  migrant 
populations. 

To  provide  these  services,  the  Illinois 
Office  of  Education  has  a Coordinator  of 
Migrant  Education,  Mr.  Aurello  "Larry"  Jazo, 
and  a state  inservice  team  consisting  of 
three  full-time  professionals.  Two  additional 
staff  members  are  employed  during  the  summer 
months  to  operate  the  mobile  curriculum  van 
and  to  serve  as  a consultant  in  the  projects. 
One  support  person  has  primary  responsibility 
for  the  Migrant  Student  Record  Transfer 
System.  The  inservice  team  has  considerable 
contact  with  local  projects,  as  they  monitor 


Regular  and  Summer  Term  Projects 

The  Illinois  Office  of  Education 
administers  both  regular  and  summer  term 
programs.  The  greater  emphasis  is  on  the 
summer  programs,  as  this  is  the  time  when 
the  majority  of  migrant  children  are  in  the 
state.  A map  of  regular  and  summer  term 
sites  in  Illinois  during  FY  76  is  provided 
in  Figure  1. 

Regular  term  projects  offer  remedial  tutorial 
assistance  to  migrant  children.  Children  are 
enrolled  in  regular  academic  classes  in 
local  school  districts,  and  Title  1 funds 
are  used  to  provide  children  with  special 
help.  Instruction  is  most  often  focused  in 
the  areas  of  language  arts  and  reading  in  an 
attempt  to  help  children  overcome  their 
educational  deficiencies. 

Summer  term  projects  are  more  extensive 
and  are  designed  to  meet  the  total  needs  of 
migrant  children.  Instruction  is  provided 
in  the  areas  of  reading,  language  arts, 
math,  science,  art,  music,  health,  career 
awareness,  and  physical  education.  Many 
projects  include  a bilingual/bicultural 
approach  to  ensure  that  students'  native 
languages  and  cultural  backgrounds  are 
maintained  and  appreciated.  Enrichment 
activities  in  the  form  of  field  trips  and 
nature  experiences  are  often  provided. 

A number  of  supportive  services  are 
also  offered  to  students,  particularly  in 
the  summer  projects.  These  services  Include 
free  transportation,  a nutritional  plan 
offering  a free,  federally  funded  breakfast 
and/or  lunch,  free  dental  care,  and  physical 
exams  and  medical  treatment  when  they  are 
needed. 


The  following  chapter  presents  and  discusses  the 
information  obtained  on  the  FY  76  Self  Assessment 
Questionnaire.  Specific  details  regarding  summer 
and  regular  term  migrant  program  participants, 
activities,  and  services  will  be  provided.

SF,I,F  ASSESSMENT 

The  purpose  of  tliJs  chapter  is  to  summarize 
information  collected  on  tlie  FY  76  Annual  Self 
Assessment  Questionnaire  for  Title  I,  Public  Law 
89-750  Migrant  Programs. 


CHILDREN  SERVED 

There  were  7 regular  term  and  17  summer 
term  migrant  projects  in  Illinois  during  FY  76. 
When  compared  with  the  FY  75  data,  there  has 
been  a decrease  of  4 regular  term  projects.  The 
number  of  summer  term  projects  remained  the  same 
from  FY  75  to  FY  76. 

Despite  the  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
projects  during  FY  76  when  compared  with  FY  75, 
the  data  collected  on  the  questionnaire  indicate 
that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  served.  Table  3.1  compares  the  number 
of  students  enrolled  in  regular  and  summer  term 
projects  from  1972  to  1976.

As  these  figures  indicate,  a total  of  2430 
children  were  served  in  FY  76.  Of  these  there 
were  359  children  in  regular  term  projects  and 
2071  in  summer  term  projects.  These  figures  may 
represent  some  duplicated  counts,  as  some  children 
may  have  been  enrolled  in  both  regular  and 
summer  term  projects.  There  was  an  increase  of 
31  regular  term  and  171  summer  term  students,  or 
a total  of  223  children,  from  FY  75  to  FY  76. 

Eligible  migrant  children  fall  into  one  of 
three  categories:  intrastate  migrants.  Interstate 

migrants,  and  5-year  provisional  students.  The 
Self  Assessment  Questionnaire  requested  information 
on  the  number  of  participating  children  by 
category  of  eligibility.  The  following  table 
presents  this  data.

Interstate  migrants  represent  the  largest 
category  of  students  for  both  regular  and  summer 
term  programs.  Interstate  migrants  comprise  74% 
of  all  student  participants  during  the  regular 
term  and  53%  during  the  summer  term. 

The  questionnaire  data  indicates  that  Spanish 
was  the  primary  language  of  1692  children  or  70% 
of  all  children  served  during  FY  76.  The  criteria 
for  identification  of  the  child's  primary  language 
were  not  specified.  Consequently,  the  number  of 
children  in  this  category  reported  by  any  project 
depends  on  the  criteria  utilized  by  that  project's 
director.

The  ratio 

of  teachers,  paid 

aides  and  volunteer 

aides  to  students  for  the  summer  term  is  1/6.5  and 
for  the  regular  term  is  1/17.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  regular  term  projects  provide  instruction 
to  students  on  a pull-out  basis,  so  that  all 
eligible  students  generally  do  not  receive  instruc- 
tion at  the  same  time.  Consequently,  the  actual 
staff /student  ratio  is  lower  than  the  above 
figure  would  suggest.  It  would  npnear  that  staff 
members  are  able  to  provide  a good  deal  of  small 
group  and  individualized  instruction  to  migrant 
students . 
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A variety  of  methods  was  reported  to  have 
been  used  by  the  projects  in  the  selection  of 
aides.  Criteria  utilized  are  noted  in  Table  3.4.

While  all  the  criteria  listed  were  utilized  to 
some  extent,  the  most  frequently  used  criterion 
in  selecting  aides  was  being  bilingual  or  bilingual/ 


blcultural.  Other  criteria  frequently  mentioned  were 
interest  in  working  with  migrant  children  and  previous 
aide  training  or  experience. 

INSERVICE 

Of  the  6 regular  term  projects  that  submitted 
data  on  Inservice  activities,  3 indicated  that 
they  held  regularly  scheduled  inservlce  meetings. 

A total  of  9 days  were  set  aside  for  Inservlce. 

The  mean  number  of  Inservice  days  for  the  6 
reporting  projects  was  1.5. 

The  data  for  the  summer  term  indicate  that 
13  out  of  the  17  projects,  or  76.5%,  held  regularly 
scheduled  inservlce  meetings.  Of  these,  2 projects 
held  meetings  on  a dally  basis,  9 on  a weekly 
basis,  1 on  a biweekly  basis,  and  1 on  a monthly 
basis.  A total  of  52  days  were  set  aside  for 
inservice.  The  mean  number  of  inservice  days  for 
the  summer  projects  is  3.  The  frequency  of  inservice, 
particularly  for  the  summer  projects,  is  noteworthy. 

The  various  types  of  Inservlce  activities 
conducted  during  regular  and  summer  term  projects 
are  reflected  in  Table  3.5.  The  data  for  both 
terms  Indicate  that  there  was  significant  Involve- 
ment by  all  staff  members  in  preservice  and 
Inservlce  activities.  The  most  frequently  reported 
activity  for  both  terms  was  discussions  by  staff 
members  of  indlvldlual  children.  Classroom 
management  techniques  and  individualized  instruction/ 
grouping  techniques  were  also  frequently  mentioned.

Of  the  17  sutmner  term  projects,  all  of  them 
reported  having  used  supplies  and  materials  made 
available  by  the  state  mobile  van.  Of  the  6 
regular  term  projects  that  submitted  data,  4 
indicated  that  they  had  used  materials  and  supplies 
and  2 that  they  had  not.

Table  3.6  indicates  that  both  summer  and 
regular  term  projects  had  favorable  comments 
regarding  the  materials  and  supplies  made  available 
through  the  mobile  van.  The  most  frequent  responses 
concerned  the  practicality  and  usefulness  of  the 
materials.  The  services  provided  by  the  mobile 
van  are  particularly  important  for  many  of  the 
summer  programs,  as  these  projects  are  often  more 
limited  in  their  access  to  LEA  materials  and 
supplies. 


MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES 

Of  the  359  students  participating  during  the 
regular  term,  23  were  reported  to  have  received 
dental  screening,  but  no  treatment  was  provided. 

Of  these  students,  7 received  physical  examinations 
and  53  were  provided  medical  assistance. 

During  the  summer  term,  920  (44%)  of  the 
2,071  participating  students  received  dental 
screening.  In  addition,  423  students,  or  46%  of 
all  those  who  received  screening  were  provided 
with  dental  treatment.  Physical  exams  were  given 
to  523  (25%)  of  the  participating  students,  and 
140  received  medical  assistance. 

Medical  and  dental  services  were  provided 
through  a number  of  sources,  including  local 
dentists  and  doctors,  county  health  departments, 
and  a mobile  dental  van. 


All  of  the  17  summer  projects  provided  food 
services  to  participating  children.  Of  these,  16 
were  prepared  by  a cook  and  one  was  catered. 
lea's  provide  food  services  for  students  partici- 
pating in  regular  term  projects.

NEEDS  ASSESSMENT

referrals,  the  Migrant  Student  Record  Transfer 
System,  and  parental  referrals.  Often,  a project 
utilized  several  of  these  methods  in  completing  a 
needs  assessment.

The  comments  made  on  the  questionnaire  seem 
to  Indicate  that  more  specificity  Is  needed  In 
the  educational  section  of  the  MSRTS.  As  can  be 
seen  In  the  table  above,  several  projects  suggest 
that  more  specific  Information  be  provided  In  the 
areas  of  grade  placement  and  objectives  In  the 
academic  areas,  especially  In  reading  and  math.

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The  most  frequently  stated  comment  regarding 
the  heal  til  Information  on  the  MSRTS  by  both 
summer  and  regular  term  projects  Is  that  It  Is  of 
considerable  use.  Several  projects  commented 
that  It  was  helpful  In  identifying  student  health 
problems  and  in  indicating  treatment  and  immuniza- 
tion received.  From  among  the  summer  projects, 
however,  3 comments  indicated  that  the  health 
information  was  of  little  use,  and  in  at  least 
two  cases  major  health  problem  information  was 
omitted . 

On  the  whole,  it  would  appear  that  at  this 
time  the  health  information  provided  by  the  MSRTS 
is  of  greater  use  to  projects  than  is  the  educational 
Information.  It  also  seems  that  changes  in  the 
educational  section  to  provide  more  specific 
information  that  would  aid  in  student  placement 
would  improve  its  usefulness. 

The  MSRTS  was  utilized  in  a variety  of  ways.

During  both  the  summer  and  regular  terms, 
the  MSRTS  was  utilized  most  frequently  to  aid  in 
providing  health  services.

COOPERATION  AND  DISSEMINATION 


Cooperation 

Summer  and  regular  term  projects  cooperated 
with  a variety  of  federal,  state,  local,  and 
privately  supported  programs  or  agencies  that 
provide  assistance  to  the  same  migrant  populations 
served  by  the  projects.  Table  3.13  lists  the 
frequency  of  contact  for  summer  and  regular  term 
projects  with  these  programs  or  agencies. 


Data  were  not  available  from  the  questionnaire 
on  the  quality  or  type  of  assistance  provided.  Both 
the  regular  and  summer  term  projects  cooperated  most 
frequently  with  the  school  lunch  program.  County 
health  departments  and  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Public  Health  were  reported  to  have  cooperated 
frequently  in  providing  health  and  medical  services 
to  migrant  children.  The  projects  also  indicated 
that  they  have  often  cooperated  with  the  Illinois 
Migrant  Council. 


Dissemination 


The  projects  utilized  a number  of  techniques  to 
inform  their  own  communities  and  other  communities 
about  the  successes  of  their  programs.  Responses 
to  the  request  on  the  questionnaire  to  indicate 
the  methods  used  to  disseminate  information  about 
program  successes  were  coded  and  are  listed  in 
Table  3.14.

All  of  the  17  summer  projects  reported  that 
a SEA  staff  representative (s)  visited  their  program. 
Other  forms  of  contact  with  the  SEA  frequently 
mentioned  include  meeting  at  a SEA  inservice  session, 
and  providing  assistance  in  completing  SEA  forms, 
in  clarifying  guidelines,  and  with  financial 
questions /problems.  In  addition  to  visiting  the 
project,  the  SEA  staff  had  frequent  contact  with 
projects  by  telephone.  It  would  appear  that  the  SEA 
has  provided  help  and  service  in  a number  of 
areas  to  summer  and  regular  term  projects. 

Projects  were  asked  to  indicate  the  ways  in 
which  the  SEA  might  further  assist  their  staff  in 
planning  for  future  programs.  The  responses 
provided  were  coded  for  recording  purposes.  The 
most  frequent  comments  indicated  that  projects 
would  like  the  SEA  to  provide  more  inservlce 
training  on  bilingual /blcultural  education, 
including  guidelines,  teaching  methodologies,  and 
evaluation  of  available  materials.  Aid  in  the 
general  areas  of  curriculum  development  and 
evaluation  of  instructional  materials,  as  well  as 
actual  demonstrations  by  the  SEA  staff  of  ideas 
and  techniques  that  have  proved  successful,  were 
also  cited  with  some  frequency.  The  SEA  is  currently 
working  to  improve  services  in  all  of  these 
areas. 


SEA-Sponsored  Inservlce  Session 

The  SEA  sponsors  a State  Migrant  Workshop  in 
June  for  all  program  staff.  Of  the  summer  term 
projects,  16  indicated  that  the  sessions/inf or- ^ 
mation  presented  at  the  June  Workshop  were  utllizable 
in  their  programs.  One  project  did  not  respond. 

Three  of  the  regular  term  projects  reported  that 
the  sessions/information  presented  were  utllizable, 
while  1 indicated  that  they  were  not  and  3 did 
not  respond. 

The  Self  Assessment  Questionnaire  requested 
that  projects  comment  on  the  June  workshop.  All 
of  the  responses,  with  the  exception  of  1 summer 
term  and  1 regular  term  project,  reflected 
positively  on  the  workshop.  The  responses  were 
coded  for  reporting  purposes.  The  most  frequently 
made  comments  indicated  that  the  workshop  provided 
practical  ideas  for  use  in  the  classroom.  Five 
projects  further  specified  that  it  provided  ideas 
in  the  major  academic  areas  — language  arts  and 
math--;  and  2 referred  to  ideas  presented  in  art, 
music,  and  physical  education.  Other  responses 
focused  on  useful  ideas  presented  in  career 
education,  on  the  use  of  teacher  aides,  and  on 
the  organization  of  a Parent  Advisory  Council. 

Several  of  the  projects  provided  a number  of 
comments . 

The  questionnaire  also  attempted  to  obtain 
opinions  from  the  migrant  projects  on  what  they 
would  like  to  see  presented  next  year  at  the 
workshop.  These  responses  were  also  coded  for  the 
purpose  of  reporting.  Based  on  the  responses 
submitted,  projects  would  like  to  see  the  following 
topics  covered  or  expanded  at  the  June,  1977, 
workshop:  the  culture  of  the  Mexican-Amerlcan 
child,  bilingual/bicultural  education,  practical 
ideas  and  materials  for  teaching  language  arts 
and  math,  information  on  health  problems  of 
migrant  children,  and  a curriculum  for  older 
students.  Other  suggestions  Included  more  pre- 
sentations by  other  projects  of  successful  activities 
and  more  training  for  the  MSRTS  clerk  and  the 
recruiter. 


INSTRUCTIONAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  Self  Assessment  Questionnaire  requested 
data  on  the  number  of  children  by  age  range 
participating  in  each  type  of  instructional 
activity,  as  well  as  the  number  of  children 
meeting  or  surpassing  the  standard  of  success  by 
activity  and  age  range.  Typically,  a single 
child  participated  in  a variety  of  activities  — 
all  of  chose  activities  offered  hy  his/her  project 
for  his/her  age  level.  Therefore,  the  numbers 
reflected  in  the  following  tables  are  duplicated 
counts . 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  figures  recorded 
in  Table  3.16  are  based  on  data  provided  on  the 
questionnaires  from  5 of  the  7 regular  term 
projects.  Self  Assessment  forms  were  not  dissemi- 
nated to  regular  term  projects  until  late  summer. 
Consequently,  some  of  the  regular  term  staff  were 
unavailable,  and  all  of  the  required  data  could 
not  be  obtained.  Table  3.16  presents  the  data  for 
number  of  participants  and  number  of  participants 
meeting  the  standard  of  success  by  age  level  and 
instructional  activity  for  regular  term  projects.

For  the  regular  term  projects,  the  activities 
with  the  greatest  numbers  of  participating  students 
were  language  arts/reading  and  oral  communication. 
The  next  largest  numbers  of  participants  were  in 
the  areas  of  cultural  development,  self-image, 
and  social  studies.  The  following  activities 
showed  a student  success  rate  at  100%:  physical 

education,  fine  arts,  health/education,  science 
and  music /dance.  It  should  be  noted  that  only  21 
children  participated  in  each  of  these  activities. 
In  the  major  academic  areas,  oral  communication 
had  the  highest  percentage  of  participants  meeting 
the  accepted  level  of  success  with  89%.  Language 
arts/reading  and  mathematics  followed  with  78% 
and  76%  respectively. 


All  age  ranges  of  participating  children 
exhibited  a high  rate  of  overall  success  in  all 
instructional  areas,  ranging  from  83%  to  87%. 

The  children  in  the  6-8  year  range  showed  the 
highest  success  rate  with  88%.  The  9-10-^ear- 
old  group  followed  with  87%  successful.  The  overall 
success  rate  for  all  age  groups  in  nil  Instructional 
activities  for  regular  term  projects  w.as  86%.

As  can  be  seen  in  Table  3.17,  the  activity 
with  the  largest  number  of  participants  was 
language  arts/reading.  It  was  followed  by  math, 
physical  education,  fine  arts  and  oral  commun- 
ication in  that  order.  All  instructional  activities 
showed  a success  rate  of  76%  or  higher.  Cultural 
development  was  the  highest  with  93%.  In  the 
major  academic  areas,  oral  communication  showed 
the  highest  percentage  of  participants  meeting 
the  accepted  standard  of  success  with  85%.  Math 
and  language  arts/reading  each  showed  a 76%  rate 
of  success. 

The  rate  of  success  exhibited  by  the  various 
age  levels  for  all  Instructional  areas  ranged 
from  77%  to  89%.  The  3-5  year  old  group  experienced 
the  highest  percentage  of  successful  participants 
with  89%.  The  group  with  the  lowest  percentage 
of  successful  participants  was  the  15-16  year 
olds.  It  is  likely  that  many  of  these  students 
were  working  in  the  fields  during  the  course  of 


the  summer  program  and,  consequently,  were  unable 
to  attend  school  on  as  regular  a basis  as  the 
other  groups.  For  all  activities  in  the  summer 
term  projects,  85%  of  all  the  age  groups  met  the 
accepted  standard  of  success. 

Methods  Used  To  Determine  Success 

Each  project  was  able  to  identify  their  own 
criteria  for  determining  the  success  of  par- 
ticipants in  each  of  the  instructional  areas. 
Regular  and  summer  term  projects  indicated  which 
methods  they  utilized  on  the  Self  Assessment 
Questionnaire.  Most  often  a variety  of  methods 
were  employed,  including  standardized  tests, 
teacher-made  tests,  criterion  reference  tests, 
checklists  and  observations.  The  tables  that 
follow  reflect  the  frequency  of  use  of  these 
methods  as  reported  on  the  questionnaire.  Refer 
to  Table  3.18  for  regular  term  data  and  to 
Table  3.19  for  summer  term  data.

According  to  Tables  3.18  and  3.19,  the  most 
frequently  employed  method  for  determining  success 
in  both  regular  and  summer  term  projects  was 
observation.  The  second  most  frequently  used 
methods  were  teacher-made  tests  during  the  regular 
term  and  checklists  during  the  summer  term. 
Criterion  reference  tests  and  standardized  tests 
are  the  least  frequently  reported  measures  for 
determining  success  of  participants.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  ILLINOIS  PROGRAM 

This  section  presents  brief  descriptions  of  highlights  of  the  migrant  program  in  Illinois.  The  discussion 
that  follows  focuses  on  eight  aspects  of  the  migrant  program  that  affect  or  are  shared  by  all  of  the  local 
projects.  It  is  hoped  that  the  descriptions  included  in  this  section  will  provide  the  reader  a better  under- 
standing of  the  content  and  components  of  the  migrant  education  program  in  Illinois. 


MIGRANT  STUDENT  RECORD  TRANSFER  SYSTEM  - 2 

The  Migrant  Student  Record  Transfer  System 
(MSRTS)  is  a computer-based  data  system  which 
facilitates  the  exchange  of  student  records  of 
migrant  children,  as  they  transfer  among  school 
districts.  Established  in  1968,  the  MSRTS  is 
designed  to  provide  continuity  in  the  education  of 
the  migrant  child.  The  MSRTS  is  headquartered  in 
Little  Rock,  Arkansas. 

lea's  are  responsible  for  collecting  vital 
statistics  on  all  students  enrolled  in  migrant 
education  programs  and  for  registering  them  on  the 
data  bank.  The  number  of  students  registered  on 
the  data  bank  serves  as  the  basis  for  student 
funding.  LEA's  are  also  responsible  for  recording 
information  relevant  to  each  student's  academic 
progress,  health,  and  special  Interests.  Ideally, 
when  a child  moves  to  another  school  district, 
cijrrent  information  on  him/her  in  these  three  areas 
may  be  acquired  by  requesting  his/her  record  through 
the  system. 

The  SEA  has  established  a procedure  through 
which  the  MSRTS  operates  in  Illinois.  Local 
project  sites  collect  pertinent  data  on  students 
and  register  students  on  forms  that  are  sent  to 
the  MSRTS  terminal  operator  in  Springfield.  The 


operator  transmits  this  information  via  teletype 
to  Little  Rock.  Little  Rock  forwards  student 
records  to  the  local  projects,  where  the  information 
provided  is  to  be  used  to  diagnose  student  needs 
in  order  to  provide  each  student  with  a meaningful 
educational  experience. 

Local  projects  update  information  on  the 
forms  and  send  them  back  to  the  terminal  operator , 
who  then  transmits  the  Information  to  the  data 
bank.  When  a student  leaves  the  local  project, 
he/she  must  be  withdrawn  from  the  system.  The 
entire  process  starts  again  when  the  child  moves 
to  another  school  district  and  enrolls  there. 

Many  project  directors  in  Illinois  report 
substantial  improvements  in  the  MSRTS  since  its 
initiation.  Comments  regarding  the  health  informa- 
tion provided  are  generally  more  favorable  than 
those  regarding  the  educational  information. 

Problems  still  center  around  late  arrival  of  forms 
and  insufficient  data  recorded  on  them.  In  many 
cases,  the  last  information  recorded  is  that  supplied 
by  the  Illinois  project  during  the  preceding 
summer.  Many  directors  and  teachers  have  cited 
the  need  for  more  specificity  on  the  academic 
section,  particularly  in  the  basic  skill  areas  of 
reading  and  math,  so  that  they  may  more  efficiently 
place  students  for  Instructional  purposes. 
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STATE  MIGRANT  WORKSHOP 


MOBILE  CURRICULUM  VAN 


The  Illinois  Office  of  Education  conducts 
inservlce  training  workshops  for  the  migrant 
program  staff.  Each  summer  before  the  start  of 
the  migrant  program,  lOE  sponsors  a statewide 
workshop  for  all  migrant  personnel.  The  purpose 
of  the  workshop  is  to  introduce  new  teaching 
methodologies  and  techniques,  as  well  as  materials 
and  equipment.  The  workshop  also  provides  an 
opportunity  for  program  personnel  to  meet  on  a 
more  Informal  basis  to  share  their  ideas  and 
discuss  any  problems. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Migrant  Workshop  was  held 
June  lA-16,  1976,  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  The 
three-day  workshop  included  presentations  by  SEA 
staff  members,  by  local  migrant  project  directors, 
teachers,  aides  and  recruiters,  and  outside 
consultants.  Topics  covered  at  the  sessions 
ranged  from  the  various  curriculum  areas  to  proce- 
dures, guidelines  and  materials.  Sessions  focused 
on  the  following  curriculum  areas:  language  arts, 

mathematics,  science,  social  studies,  music,  arts 
and  crafts,  career  education,  and  physical  education 
and  games.  Other  sessions  were  designed  specifically 
for  teacher  aides,  MSRTS  clerks,  recruiters  and 
nurses.  Procedures  and  information  relevant  to 
their  particular  areas  were  covered.  Ideas  were 
also  presented  regarding  needs  assessment,  formation 
of  Parent  Advisory  Councils,  setting  up  learning 
centers  and  classroom  management  techniques. 

On  the  final  day  of  the  workshop,  local 
projects  were  able  to  present  slide  shows  and 
photographs  of  their  students  engaging  in  activities 
during  the  previous  summer  program.  This  activity 
facilitates  the  development  of  interproject 
communication. 


The  Illinois  Office  of  Education  provides 
funds  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  a mobile 
curriculum  van  that  visits  local  migrant  project 
sites  and  makes  materials  available  to  them.  The 
van  is  designed  to  be  a learning  and  resource 
center  on  wheels.  It  contains  bilingual  materials, 
enrichment  readers,  educational  games,  films, 
slides,  tapes,  audiovisual  equipment,  and  curriculum 
support  packages  in  reading  and  career  awareness. 
Teachers  at  project  sites  are  able  to  review  the 
available  materials  and  check  them  out  for  use  in 
their  classrooms. 

The  goals  set  by  the  SEA  for  the  mobile  van 
are  as  follows:  to  secure  sample  bilingual/ 

bicultural  materials  suitable  for  dissemination; 
to  distribute  materials  based  on  needs  and  requests 
made  by  project  sites;  to  distribute  listings  of 
suggested  commercial  materials  available  according 
to  subject  matter  and  grade  level;  and  to  help 
increase  Interproject  communication  by  circulating 
effective  materials. 

The  van  has  been  particularly  helpful  to 
those  projects  that  do  not  operate  through  LEA's, 
since  their  access  to  materials  and  equipment  is 
generally  more  limited.  It  has  been  effective  as 
a means  of  previewing  materials  in  all  curriculum 
areas.  Directors  and  teachers  have  an  opportunity 
to  preview  and  even  use  these  materials  before 
purchasing  them  for  their  projects.  The  van  has 
also  made  bilingual  materials  available  to  some 
projects  that  might  otherwise  not  have  access  to 
them. 
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RECRUITMENT 

One  goal  of  the  SEA  is  to  explore  all  available 
means  to  ensure  that  all  eligible  children  are 
offered  an  opportunity  to  participate  In  the 
migrant  education  program.  To  achieve  this  goal 
at  the  local  level,  many  project  sites  employ  a 
recruiter  to  Identify  migrant  children  In  the  area 
and  to  enroll  them  In  the  school  program.  In  some 
cases,  particularly  In  the  small  projects,  the 
project  director  also  assumes  the  responsibilities 
of  recruiter. 

The  recruiter  must  be  knowledgeable  about  the 
migrant  community  as  well  as  the  resident  community, 
and  he/she  must  be  familiar  with  the  needs  of 
migrant  children  and  with  the  school  program.  The 
recruiter  Is  very  often  the  primary  liaison  between 
the  home  and  the  school.  As  such,  he/she  must  be 
able  to  communicate  well  with  parents  and  to 
Inform  them  of  the  objectives  of  the  educational 
program,  how  they  are  to  be  achieved,  and  what 
services  are  provided  to  children. 

Maintaining  relations  with  local  agencies 
that  provide  services  to  migrant  families  and  with 
growers  who  employ  migrant  workers  are  aids  for 
the  recruiter  In  Identifying  eligible  student 
populations.  After  students  are  Identified,  the 
recruiter  must  enroll  children  In  the  school 
program.  He/she  contacts  parents,  explains  the 
purposes  and  nature  of  the  migrant  program  to  them 
and  obtains  vital  statistics  on  each  child,  as 
well  as  documentation  of  relevant  data  regarding 
eligibility. 

During  the  course  of  the  school  program,  the 
recruiter  makes  frequent  visits  to  migrant  camps 
to  update  parents  on  the  progress  of  their  children, 
to  follow  up  on  children  who  may  not  be  attending 
school  regularly,  and  to  keep  Informed  of  the 
needs  of  migrant  families  In  the  area.  A conscien- 
tious recruiter  spends  many  evenings  and  weekends 
at  migrant  camps  visiting  and  talking  with  parents 
and  their  children.  The  effectiveness  of  the 
recruiter  Is  clearly  evident  In  those  projects  In 
which  he /she  has  worked  hard  to  establish  and 
maintain  close  relations  with  migrant  families. 


EARLY  PREVENTION  OF  SCHOOL  FAILURE  PROJECT 

Four,  five  and  six-year-old  children  enrolled 
In  migrant  education  programs  In  Illinois  during 
the  summer  of  1976  participated  In  the  Early 
Prevention  of  School  Failure  Project  (EPSF) . The 
EPSF  program  attempts  to  prevent  school  failure 
through  early  Identification  of  possible  learning 
disabilities  or  deficiencies  In  children  that 
would  adversely  affect  their  school  performance 
and  provides  remediation  of  these  problems. 

The  EPSF  project  was  developed  Initially  by 
the  Peotone  School  District  #207  In  Illinois  with 
funds  from  ESEA  Title  III  grants.  It  has  been 
state  and  nationally  validated  and  has  been  modified 
for  use  at  migrant  education  sites. 

The  goals  of  the  EPSF  project  are  achieved 
through  the  accomplishment  of  several  objectives: 
screening  of  all  children  ages  4-6  prior  to  their 
Initial  enrollment  In  school  to  Identify  their 
learning  styles  and  to  Identify  children  with 
learning  problems;  providing  professional  services 
to  teachers  and  parents  so  they  can  acquire  skills 
and  competencies  helpful  In  providing  successful 
learning  experiences  for  all  children;  and  providing 
special  education  services  for  children  Identified 
as  having  moderate  or  severe  learning  problems. 

Teachers  are  provided  Inservlce  training  that 
Includes  an  awareness  of  the  program,  demonstrations 
of  screening  Instruments,  educational  planning  and 
utilization  of  curriculum  guides  and  learning 
centers.  The  actual  screening  of  children  Is 
accomplished  by  an  EPSF  project  team. 

All  four,  five,  and  six -year-old  children  are 
screened  during  the  first  or  second  week  of  the 
summer  programs.  Each  child's  level  of  pre-academic 
skills  Is  assessed  In  five  basic  modality  areas: 
language  development,  visual,  auditory,  fine 
motor  and  gross  motor.  Teachers  are  provided  data 
on  the  skills  and  competency  levels  of  each  child. 
Based  on  this  Information,  teachers  are  to  plan 
Individualized  programs  for  students  using  curriculum 
guides  provided  and  materials  adapted  for  the 
Spanish-speaking  child.  Students  should  be  provided 
20-30  minutes  dally  of  small  group  Instruction 
and  Individualized  learning  activities. 

During  the  summer  1976  projects,  440  migrant 
children  were  screened  in  the  EPSF  program  and 
were  provided  Instruction  based  on  type  and  level 
of  need.  The  EPSF  project  director,  Mrs.  Lucellle 
Werner,  Is  currently  conducting  an  evaluation  of 
the  EPSF  in  the  summer  migrant  projects. 
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II TLINCJUAlVni CULTURAL  EDUCATION 


CAREER  EDUCATION 


Although  most  of  the  summer  migrant  projects 
in  Illinois  are  not  structured  bilingual/bicultural 
education  programs,  many  do  have  a bilingual/ 
bicultural  component.  Most  projects  employ  some 
bilingual/bicultural  personnel;  several  have 
either  a bilingual  teacher  or  aide  in  each  classroom. 

The  migrant  projects  vary  in  terms  of  the 
relative  frequency  of  use  of  English  and  Spanish 
as  mediums  of  Instruction,  the  degree  of  fluency 
in  both  languages  by  students  enrolled,  the  bilingual 
capabilities  of  the  staff,  and  the  prevailing 
philosophy  regarding  bilingual/bicultural  education. 
The  bilingual  component  of  programs  ranges  from 
translating  into  Spanish  whatever  the  child  does 
not  understand  in  English  to  teaching  subject  area 
concepts  in  Spanish  and  offering  instruction  in 
English  as  a Second  Language. 

One  handicap  faced  by  most  projects  in  the 
implementation  of  a bilingual/bicultural  approach 
is  their  lack  of  sufficient  bilingual  materials  of 
good  quality.  Efforts  to  overcome  this  problem 
have  been  made  by  teachers  and  aides,  project 
directors,  and  the  SEA  through  its  curriculum  van 
and  inservlce  team.  In  a number  of  projects, 
teachers  and  aides  have  searched  for  and  developed 
their  own  bilingual  materials.  Some  directors 
have  tried  to  learn  what  materials  are  available 
and  have  purchased  bilingual  materials  for  their 
projects.  The  state  mobile  curriculum  van  has  made 
additional  materials  available  to  project  sites. 

The  van  also  provides  a means  of  previewing  materials, 
so  that  directors  can  then  purchase  them,  if  they 
choose  to  do  so.  The  SEA  staff  has  attempted  to 
provide  guidance  through  their  suggestions  of 
appropriate  and  effective  materials. 

The  Illinois  Office  of  Education  is  supporting 
the  adoption  of  a bilingual/bicultural  approach  in 
the  migrant  program.  Most  of  the  project  directors 
and  staff  members  are  open  to  the  concept  of 
bilingual/bicultural  education,  and  the  bilingual 
personnel  to  more  fully  implement  the  approach  is 
already  there.  The  SEA  must  continue  its  efforts 
to  identify  and  suggest  appropriate  bilingual 
materials,  to  inform  directors  and  project  staff 
of  the  philosophy  of  bilingual/bicultural  education, 
and  to  provide  inservlce  training  in  effective 
bilingual  teaching  methodologies. 


Most  of  the  summer  migrant  programs  Included 
career  education  as  part  of  their  curriculum. 

There  was  not  one  specific  model  of  career  education 
adopted  by  all  projects,  but  the  approach  encouraged 
by  the  SEA  emphasized  the  need  to  correlate  and 
Integrate  career  education  with  the  rest  of  the 
curriculum. 

The  approach  recommended  focused  on  the 
initial  stages  of  a long-term  career  education 
program:  career  awareness  and  career  exploration. 

These  stages  correspond  roughly  to  kindergarten- 
5th  grade  and  6th-8th  grades,  respectively.  The 
K-5th  grade  awareness  phase  is  one  in  which  the 
child  becomes  aware  of  his  own  abilities  and 
aptitudes  and  becomes  informed  of  the  variety  of 
career  opportunities  available.  In  the  6th-8th 
grade  exploration  phase  the  child  explores  a wide 
variety  of  jobs  and  becomes  aquainted  with  the 
Importance  and  Interdependence  of  each. 

Recommendations  by  the  SEA  regarding  career 
education  focused  primarily  on  suggested  audio-visual 
materials.  These  materials  were  available  through 
the  mobile  curriculum  van.  There  were  four  basic 
film  series  utilized.  The  most  popular  series 
explored  the  relationship  between  children's  lives 
and  the  world  of  work.  Topics  covered  included 
decision-making,  responsibility,  the  development 
of  interpersonal  skills,  and  self  clarification. 

The  programs  were  presented  in  an  open-ended 
manner,  so  that  students  were  able  to  create  an 
ending  to  each  situation  through  discussion. 

The  projects  that  experienced  the  greatest 
successes  in  career  education  were  those  in  which 
creative  teachers  were  able  to  combine  presentations 
of  audio-visual  materials  with  good  follow-up 
sessions.  These  sessions  Included  guest  speakers 
who  came  into  the  classroom  to  talk  with  students 
about  their  jobs  and/or  gave  demonstrations  about 
vdiat  they  do,  field  trips  to  local  business  estab- 
lishments, and  simulated  activities  in  the  classroom 
related  to  the  work  done  at  local  businesses. 

Career  education  bridges  the  gap  between  the 
world  of  school  and  the  world  of  work.  It  takes 
learning  beyond  the  confines  of  the  classroom  to 
the  community,  so  that  the  community  actually 
becomes  part  of  the  child's  learning  experiences. 
Career  education  is  of  crucial  importance  in  the 
migrant  education  program,  as  It  provides  migrant 
children  the  means  to  explore  the  many  career 
opportunities  that  exist  outside  of  the  migrant 
stream. 
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RESEARCH  ON  LEARNING  APTITUDE  TESTING 

Two  of  the  migrant  programs,  Hoopeston  and 
Joliet,  participate  In  a testing  program  on  the 
learning  capacity  of  migrant  school  children. 

This  research.  Initiated  In  the  Illinois  migrant 
program  In  1972,  Is  being  conducted  by  Dr.  T.  Ernest 
Newland,  retired  professor  at  the  University  of 
Illinois. 

' The  Kuhlmann-Anderson  Test  of  Intelligence 
(7th  Edition),  a group  test  of  established  validity, 
is  the  primary  Instrument  used.  Directions  for 
administering  the  test  have  been  translated  into 
Spanish,  and  the  bilingual  tester  can  use  both 
English  and  Spanish  in  its  administration.  For 
these  children  who  speak  only  Spanish,  the  Cattell 
Culture-Fair  Test  of  Intelligence  is  used.  This 
non-verbal  test  is  administered  with  Spanish 
directions.  All  children  are  given  training  in 
test  taking  prior  to  taking  these  tests.  The 
materials  used  for  training  contain  items  that  are 
comparable  to  those  found  In  the  tests  but  not 
identical  to  them. 

Tests  are  scored  under  two  conditions  — timed 
and  untlmed.  The  former  represents  scores  achieved 


on  prescribed  testing  times,  and  the  latter  represents 
scores  achieved  when  a student  Is  allowed  to 
complete  the  test  at  his  own  pace.  In  some  cases 
there  are  significant  differences  between  scores 
achieved  on  timed  and  untlmed  bases. 

The  results  of  the  tests  are  not  interpreted 
as  evidence  of  broad,  general  "Intelligence,"  but 
as  suggestions  of  school  learning  aptitude.  Test 
scores  reflect  the  child's  potential  or  what 
he/she  is  capable  of  achieving.  The  results  are 
discussed  with  teachers  in  light  of  what  the 
child's  learning  potential  might  be  and  what  his 
present  educational  functioning  level  is  thought 
to  be.  This  information  can  help  teachers  in 
adjusting  their  minimal  learning  expectations  for 
children. 

Research  such  as  that  of  Dr.  Newland,  brief ly 
described  here_,  may  help  in  overcoming  some  of  the 
problems  migrant  children  face  in  school.  In  many 
cases  they  are  underachieving,  functioning  at 
educational  levels  that  are  lower  than  their 
capacity  levels.  It  is  Important  for  teachers  to 
be  made  aware  of  this  situation  so  that  they  might 
better  help  students  to  reach  their  potentials. 
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PART  IV  SITE  VISITATION  SUMMARIES 


During  the  suininer  of  1976  all  17  of  the 
summer  migrant  projects  in  Illinois  were  visited 
by  a staff  member  of  the  Evaluation  Section  of 
the  Illinois  Office  of  Education.  The  purpose  of 
these  site  visits  was  two-fold.  The  first  was  to 
validate  and  supplement  the  Self  Assessment  data 
submitted  to  the  SEA  by  each  project.  The  second 
was  to  gain  a broader  perspective  and  more  in- 
depth  understanding  of  migrant  program  implementa- 
tion in  Illinois. 

The  evaluator  spent  one  to  two  full  days 
visiting  each  project  site.  During  that  time 
interviews  were  conducted  with  project  directors, 
teachers,  aides,  recruiters  and  MSRTS  clerks,  and 
children  were  observed  in  classroom  and  extra- 
classroom activities.  Interview  schedules  were 
designed  to  obtain  information  on  the  operation 
of  each  project,  its  needs,  strengths  and  weaknesses. 
The  evaluator  also  visited  migrant  camps  in  many 
communities  and  talked  with  parents  of  children 
enrolled  in  the  migrant  projects. 

The  data  obtained  through  interviews  and 
observations  were  woven  into  narrative  form  for 
better  readability.  All  of  the  narratives  were 
first  written  in  draft  form  and  sent  back  to 


project  sites  for  clarification  before  inclusion 
in  this  report.  This  procedure  was  adopted  to 
help  ensure  accuracy  in  the  presentation  of  the 
data. 

There  is  substantial  variability  among 
projects  in  Illinois  with  respect  to  the  number 
of  children  served,  the  number  of  staff  members, 
location  of  projects,  types  of  facilities  and 
available  materials.  Each  project  is  a unique 
entity.  However,  there  are  many  similarities 
among  projects  as  well,  and  much  can  be  learned 
through  cooperation  and  sharing  among  projects. 

These  site  visitation  summaries  are  presented 
in  an  attempt  to  provide  the  reader  with  a greater 
sense  of  what  migrant  education  is  all  about  in 
Illinois  and  to  highlight  for  local  projects 
those  program  aspects  that  have  proved  successful. 
This  is  not  to  suggest  that  what  works  well  at 
one  site  can  necessarily  be  duplicated  at  another 
site  with  the  same  results  achieved.  It  does 
suggest,  however,  that  further  Improvements  in 
local  projects  may  be  achieved  through  the  adapta- 
tion of  activities  that  have  proved  successful  in 
other  projects. 
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GIBSON  CITY  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISfTATION 
Gibson  City 

June  17,  1976;  August  9,  1976 

The  Gibson  City  migrant  program  conducts 
summer  classes  in  a two-session,  seven  week 
program.  The  first  session  operates  from  June  4 
to  June  25,  and  the  second  from  July  23  to  August  23. 
Almost  all  of  the  students  served  by  the  project 
are  interstate  migrants  whose  home  base  is  south 
Texas.  The  parents  of  the  children  served  are 
employed  primarily  by  Stokely-Van  Camp,  but  also 
by  some  local  farmers.  They  work  both  in  the 
fields  and  at  the  cannery. 

The  program  is  set  up  in  two  sessions  because 
in  past  years  a limited  amount  of  work  has  been 
available  for  migrants  in  this  area  from  the  end 
of  June  to  the  latter  part  of  July.  Consequently, 
many  families  have  gone  to  other  areas  to  work 
during  this  period.  The  project  director  reports 
that  this  year,  however,  many  families  have 
remained  in  the  area  for  the  entire  summer.  The 
possibility  next  summer  of  holding  one  seven- 
or  eight-week  session  without  a break  should  be 
investigated.  This  change  would  serve  to  reduce 
teacher  preparation  and  clean-up  time  and,  more 
importantly,  would  provide  students  the  benefit 
of  a continuously  running  educational  program. 

Classes  have  been  held  at  the  middle  school 
this  summer,  since  the  elementary  school  is 
undergoing  repairs.  The  three  to  six  year  olds 
are  in  the  home  economics  room,  and  the  older 
children  are  in  the  cafeteria  or  multi-purpose 
room.  The  atmosphere  is  pleasing,  with  brightly 
colored  carpeting  and  designs  painted  on  the 
walls.  Dividers  are  used  to  separate  the  large 
multi-purpose  room  into  three  instructional 
areas:  1)  language  arts;  2)  math,  science,  and 

social  studies;  and  3)  music,  health,  art,  and 
P.E.  The  project  director,  Mrs.  Hoover,  also 
serves  as  the  teacher  of  the  three  to  six  year 
olds.  Three  other  teachers,  each  responsible 
for  one  instructional  area,  work  with  the  older 
children.  In  addition,  four  teacher  aides  assist 
the  teachers. 

The  younger  children  are  involved  in  the 
Early  Prevention  of  School  Failure  Program. 

Mrs.  Hoover  organizes  and  directs  instruction  and 
relies  on  her  bilingual/bicultural  aide  to  translate 
concepts  and  directions  to  the  children.  Activities 
are  structured  around  the  five  modality  areas  and 
skills  mastered  are  recorded  by  means  of  a checklist 
system.  On  the  morning  that  the  evaluator  observed 
the  class,  students  were  divided  up  into  three 
groups  of  three  to  four  children  each  to  work 
with  the  Developmental  Learning  Materials.  The 
bilingual/bicultural  aide  supervised  the  children, 
as  she  circulated  from  table  to  table  working 
with  students.  Mrs.  Hoover  took  one  girl  on  the 
side  and  worked  with  her  individually  on  the  felt 
board  with  numerals  and  number  combinations.  She 
marked  on  her  checklist  those  skills  and  concepts 
which  the  girl  had  mastered. 

The  older  children  are  divided  into  three 
groups  by  age  and  ability  levels.  They  are  functioning 
between  first  and  sixth  grade  levels.  The 
children  rotate  through  the  three  instructional 


areas  on  a prearranged  class  schedule.  This 
departmentalized  approach  allows  each  teacher  to 
work  with  all  the  groups  at  some  time  during  the 
day  and  to  concentrate  in  those  subject  areas  in 
which  she  is  most  prepared. 

There  is  evidence  of  the  use  of  individual- 
ization and  small  grouping  techniques,  particularly 
in  language  arts  and  math.  The  language  arts 
teacher  has  developed  a checklist  which  Incorporates 
reading,  language  and  phonetics.  The  checklist 
is  used  along  with  the  SRA  and  Reading  Attainment 
Systems,  individualized  reading  series  which 
begin  students  at  their  own  levels  and  allow  them 
to  proceed  at  their  own  pace.  The  teacher  and 
aide  circulate  within  the  group  to  give  attention 
to  Individuals  and  small  groups.  In  math,  groups 
of  three  to  four  students  who  are  at  the  same 
level  work  together. 

Teachers  and  the  director  have  expressed  a 
desire  for  more  guidance  from  the  SEA  with  respect 
to  needs  assessment  instruments.  The  WRAT  is  now 
being  used  for  placement.  However,  they  have 
found  that  scores  reflect  higher  levels  of  achieve- 
ment than  students  have  actually  attained. 

While  two  of  the  teachers  and  one  aide  have 
some  knowledge  of  Spanish  and  one  aide  is  bilingual/ 
bicultural,  there  is  a need  for  additional 
bilingual,  and  preferably  bilingual/bicultural, 
staff  in  the  project.  This  would  greatly  facilitate 
communication  between  staff  and  students.  At 
present,  almost  all  instruction  is  in  English. 

As  was  previously  mentioned,  the  bilingual/bllcul- 
tural  aide  works  with  the  three  to  six  year  olds 
in  the  morning,  where  she  is  most  needed  because 
of  their  limited  English-speaking  abilities.  In 
the  afternoon  when  they  are  napping,  she  works 
with  one  of  the  older  groups.  When  Spanish  is 
needed  and  the  bilingual/bicultural  aide  is 
unavailable,  one  of  the  bilingual  students  is 
called  upon  to  translate.  The  director  has 
expressed  a desire  to  Increase  the  number  of 
Spanish-speaking  personnel  in  the  project  and 
plans  to  work  toward  that  goal  for  next  year. 

Despite  constraints  imposed  by  lack  of 
facility  in  the  Spanish  language,  the  Gibson  City 
staff  has  made  considerable  efforts  to  communicate 
with  parents  and  encourage  their  involvement  in 
the  school  program.  A Parent  Advisory  Council 
has  been  organized.  It  is  now  in  its  initial 
phase  of  development  with  three  parents  serving 
as  members.  The  Parent  Advisory  Council  is 
perceived  as  a liaison  between  the  home  and 
school.  The  school  staff  hopes  that  parents  will 
express  their  ideas  on  how  the  school  program  can 
be  Improved  and  what  they  would  like  to  see  their 
children  doing  in  school. 

The  bilingual/bicultural  aide  lives  in  the 
migrant  camp.  She  and  all  the  staff  members  are 
responsible  for  recruitment  of  students.  The 
primary  method  for  locating  children  for  the 
project  has  been  to  go  door-to-door  at  the  camp. 

All  members  of  the  staff  have  visited  the  camp  at 
least  once  and  some  numerous  times.  In  addition, 
one  staff  member  rides  the  bus  with  the  children 
every  morning  and  afternoon  to  and  from  the  camp. 
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Medico]  oervlceH  offered  to  students  presently 
Include  vlsiia]  and  auditory  screening.  A nurse 
Is  on  call  to  handle  any  problems  that  may  arise. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  effort  be  made  to 
provide  dental  screening  and  treatment  to  students 
next  year. 

Among  those  areas  in  the  program  identified 
by  the  director  and  staff  as  needing  improvement 
are  the  need  for  the  development  of  more  learning 
centers,  identification  of  more  field  trip  sites, 
and  increasing  the  number  of  Spanish-speaking  and 
male  personnel.  It  should  be  noted,  with  respect 
to  field  trips  taken  this  summer,  that  on  the 
evaluator's  first  visit  to  the  project  a good 
follow-up  discussion  of  the  field  trip  to  the 
local  fire  station  was  observed. 

The  teachers  consider  good  cooperation  among 
staff  members,  good  rapport  between  students  and 
staff,  and  the  efficiency  and  organization  of 
the  director  to  be  strengths  of  the  program. 
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DEKALB  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
DeKalb 

June  22,  1976 


The  DeKalb  summer  migrant  program  serves 
children  in  three  counties  and  eleven  school 
districts.  As  these  figures  suggest,  the  program 
draws  children  from  a large  geographic  area. 

Migrant  workers  are  scattered  throughout  this 
area.  Migrants  here  work  primarily  in  the  asparagus, 
cabbage  and  pea  fields,  and  on  the  sod  farms. 

DeKalb  is  located  about  60  miles  west  of  Chicago 
in  northern  Illinois. 

Steve  Keefe  has  been  director  of  this  project 
for  four  years.  He  also  serves  in  capacities  of 
recruiter  and  MSRTS  clerk.  Four  teachers, 
including  the  bilingual/bicultural  teacher  for 
the  DeKalb  school  district  andanL.D.  teacher, 
are  employed  by  the  project.  There  are  three 
instructional  aides,  two  of  whom  are  bilingual/ 
bicultural  experienced  teachers.  Additional 
personnel  for  the  project  has  been  provided  by 
ten  high  school  CETA  aides  and  three  volunteer 
teaching  nuns.  Many  of  the  CETA  aides  are  older 
migrant  students. 

Although  the  project  application  estimated 
attendance  by  about  60  students,  approximately  80 
students  have  been  served  this  summer.  Students 
are  divided  into  four  groups:  (1)  four-six  year 

olds  or  pre-kindergarten-first  grade;  (2)  seven- 
eight  year  olds  or  second-third  grades;  (3)  nine- 
ten  year  olds  or  fourth-fifth  grades;  and  (4)  eleven- 
fifteen  year  olds  or  sixth  grade  and  above.  The 
groups  are  taught  as  self-contained  classrooms, 
although  the  school  building  in  which  the  project 
is  being  held  is  an  open  classroom  environment. 

This  situation  results  in  some  distractions,  but 
the  spaciousness  of  the  facility  and  the  use  of 
portable  dividers  help  to  minimize  them. 

The  instructional  program  Includes  the 
academic  areas  of  reading,  writing,  oral  language, 
and  math.  In  addition,  some  instruction  is 
offered  in  career  education,  art,  science  through 
photography,  physical  education  and  guitar  lessons. 
English  is  the  primary  medium  of  instruction. 

Some  instruction  in  the  Spanish  language  is 
offered  to  the  group  of  oldest  students.  These 
students  spend  some  time  in  the  afternoon  working 
on  reading  and  writing  exercises  in  Spanish. 

There  are  few  bilingual/bicultural  materials 
available  for  use  by  teachers.  It  is  recommended 
that  additional  materials  be  purchased  and  that 
Spanish  be  included  in  the  program  for  all  students. 

A formal  instructional  period  in  the  language  is 
not  necessary.  Rather,  the  bilingual  capabilities 
of  the  staff  might  be  utilized  more  fully  to 
ensure  that  all  students  are  receiving  some 
instruction  in  the  language  they  understand  and 
feel  most  comfortable  with. 


The  school  day  is  rather  short  in  the  DeKalb 
project.  Although  students  are  present  from 
about  8:00-1:30,  with  the  full  breakfast  that  is 
served,  instruction  often  does  not  begin  until 
almost  9:00.  Recess  periods  and  a lunch  break 
further  reduce  instructional  time.  Based  on 
evidence  from  most  other  projects  in  Illinois,  it 
is  suggested  that  program  hours  be  extended  at 
least  one  hour.  It  is  essential  that  sufficient 
time  be  allocated  for  Instruction  in  the  basic 
academic  areas.  All  activities  included  in  the 
daily  program  should  be  re-evaluated  to  ascertain 
whether  they  significantly  add  to  the  program 
without  reducing  the  time  specified  for  basic  skill 
areas . 

One  activity  through  which  the  DeKalb  project 
has  had  success  in  motivating  students  to  read  is 
that  of  buying  a book  for  each  student.  Each  class 
goes  to  a local  book  store  and  each  student  is  able 
to  choose  a book  within  a certain  price  range  that 
he/she  would  like  to  have.  The  director  reports 
that  students  are  very  proud  of  their  books  and 
generally  take  good  care  of  them.  Most  importantly, 
he  feels  that  children  read  the  books  and  that  this 
activity  is  helpful  in  making  reading  a more 
enjoyable  experience  for  them.  Some  students  have 
brought  back  copies  of  books  they  have  bought  in 
previous  years.  In  some  cases,  these  books  have 
traveled  to  Texas  and  back  at  least  once. 

Another  project  activity  in  the  area  of  reading 
is  the  assistance  provided  by  the  Northern  Illinois 
University  Reading  Clinic.  The  clinic  conducts 
diagnostic  testing  and  offers  a summer  reading 
program  to  some  of  the  migrant  students. 

Some  coordination  of  the  regular  school  year 
and  summer  migrant  programs  has  been  accomplished, 
although  it  is  largely  restricted  to  the  DeKalb 
district.  DeKalb  is  the  only  district  in  the  area 
that  has  a bilingual  teacher  during  the  regular 
school  year  to  serve  its  settled  out  migrant 
community.  Coordination  with  this  program  should 
be  facilitated,  since  the  DeKalb  bilingual/bicultural 
teacher  is  also  employed  in  the  summer  migrant 
program.  She  is  familiar  with  both  educational 
programs,  and  she  knows  the  students  and  their 
families.  During  the  regular  term,  she  should  have 
an  opportunity  to  speak  with  other  teachers  and  to 
suggest  ways  in  which  they  might  best  help  their 
migrant  students.  Coordination  with  other  school 
districts  is  difficult  and  has  not  been  accomplished 
thus  far. 

The  DeKalb  project  has  experienced  some  problems 
related  to  the  large  geographic  area  from  which  it 
draws  students.  Transportation  costs  are  high 
(they  have  Increased  substantially  in  the  past 
year) , and  students  must  travel  long  distances  by 
bus  to  attend  school.  There  are  implications  for 
health  services  as  well.  For  example,  the  DeKalb 
County  nurse,  who  is  able  to  provide  health  care 
while  children  are  at  school,  cannot  visit  homes 
and  treat  students  there,  if  they  live  in  other 
counties. 
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Some  difficulties  in  finding  a sponsor  that 
would  provide  physical  facilities  in  which  to  hold 
the  project  were  also  experienced.  This  resulted 
in  some  uncertainty  in  planning,  and  the  project's 
application  for  grant  was  submitted  at  a late  date. 
Consequently,  there  was  a delay  in  ordering  materials, 
and  teachers  had  to  begin  work  without  contracts. 
Additional  problems  were  encountered  when  a last- 
minute  change  of  school  buildings  was  necessary. 
Despite  the  difficulties  experienced  in  estab- 
lishing the  program,  the  director  has  made  an  extra 
effort  to  get  it  off  the  ground.  It  is  strongly 
recommended,  however,  that  more  time  be  devoted  in 
the  future  to  planning  and  organization  and  to 
locating  a sponsor  for  the  project. 

The  DeKalb  project  has  been  successful  in 
securing  additional  personnel  that  can  offer  needed 
services  to  children  at  little  or  no  cost  to  the 
project.  The  high  school  CETA  aides,  who  are 
primarily  older  migrant  students,  are  not  only 
providing  services  to  the  project  but  are  receiving 
services  from  it  as  well.  These  students  have  the 
opportunity  of  attending  some  classes  and  receiving 
instruction  at  the  same  time  that  they  are  employed. 
Obtaining  all  of  this  additional  help  is  noteworthy, 
but  it  also  becomes  the  responsibility  of  the 
director  to  be  certain  that  it  is  well  organized 
and  coordinated. 
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ROCHELLE  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Rochelle 
June  23,  1976 

The  miRrant  program  In  Rochelle  is  located  in 
one  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the  Rochelle 
Elementary  School  District.  The  program  operates 
out  of  one  wing  of  the  building  and,  thus,  has 
ample  space  in  which  to  carry  on  its  activities. 
Separate  classrooms  are  used  for  the  four  groups 
into  which  the  children  are  divided.  One  classroom 
is  devoted  to  art  instruction.  The  migrant  program 
has  the  advantage  of  utilizing  all  the  school 
facilities  including  the  audio-visual  equipment  and 
the  library.  The  facilities  appear  to  be  well 
used . 

Fred  Rivera  is  now  in  his  fifth  year  as 
project  director.  He  expresses  very  positive 
feelings  about  the  improvements  which  have  been 
made  each  year  in  the  program.  At  the  time  of 
this  visit  he  was  somewhat  concerned  about  a 
possible  drop  in  enrollment  this  year.  He  expects 
fewer  migrants  in  the  area  this  summer,  as  Stokely- 
Van  Camp  closed  its  Rochelle  canning  operation  for 
the  year  and  is  sending  its  produce  to  Hoopeston 
to  be  processed.  There  are  three  camps  in  the 
area  w’here  migrant  workers  live.  In  addition, 
several  families,  most  of  whom  have  settled  out 
within  the  past  two  to  three  years,  live  in  town. 

The  project  serves  children  ranging  in  age 
from  five  to  twelve.  Students  are  divided  into 
four  groups:  (1)  Kindergarten,  (2)  first  grade, 

(3)  second  to  third  grades,  and  (4)  fourth  through 
sixth  grades.  One  teacher  and  at  least  one  aide 
are  responsible  for  each  group.  In  addition,  two 
aides  work  on  a pull-out  basis  with  the  Kindergarten 
and  intermediate  groups.  One  aide  specializes  in 
art  and  P.E.  The  Instructional  program  includes 
the  basic  areas  of  reading,  writing,  mathematics, 
oral  language  development,  and  science,  as  well  as 
P.E.,  art,  music,  and  career  awareness.  The 
Kindergarten  group  is  involved  in  the  Early 
Prevention  of  School  Failure  Program. 

Of  the  four  teachers  and  seven  aides  who 
constitute  the  instructional  staff,  two  of  the 
teachers  are  bilingual/bicultural  and  three  of  the 
aides  are  bilingual.  An  attempt  should  be  made  to 
hire  additional  bilingual  staff  to  ensure  that  all 
students  have  the  benefit  of  instruction  in  a 
language  they  understand.  It  is  recommended  that 
at  least  one  bilingual  teacher  or  aide  be  present 
in  each  classroom. 

The  project  enjoys  the  advantage  of  having  a 
bilingual/bicultural  Texas  teacher  working  with 
them  again  this  summer.  This  is  her  second  year 
in  the  Rochelle  project.  She  has  much  experience 
in  the  field  bilingual/bicultural  early  childhood 
and  primary  education  and  has  worked  for  several 
years  with  migrant  children  in  Texas.  She  is 
using  a bilingual  instructional  approach  with  the 
first  grade  class  she  is  teaching  here  this  summer. 

In  her  capacity  as  a bilingual  teacher  in  Texas, 
she  has  had  an  opportunity  to  attend  many  workshops 
devoted  to  the  education  of  the  migrant  child.  It 
is  hoped  that  she  will  be  able  to  share  her  knowledge 
about  the  educational  programs  these  children  may 
be  Involved  in  in  Texas  with  the  other  teachers  in 
Rochelle. 


Much  individualization  and  small  group 
instruction  were  observed  in  the  Kindergarten 
and  first  grade  classrooms,  where  attempts  are 
made  to  design  programs  to  meet  the  Individual 
needs  of  students.  In  the  morning  two  aides 
work  with  the  Kindergarten  teacher  to  ensure  that 
students  receive  the  individual  attention  they 
need.  The  first  grade  class  has  been  divided 
into  three  groups  on  the  basis  of  the  skills  they 
have  thus  far  developed,  and  activities  are 
planned  to  meet  their  needs. 

One  student  activity  of  particular  Interest 
Is  the  running  of  a radio  station.  Students 
"broadcast"  over  the  public  address  system 
after  lunch  during  their  recess  period.  Tliey 
take  turns  in  performing  the  various  roles  of 
disc  jockey,  station  manager,  news  writer,  etc. 

The  activity  is  an  interesting  and  enjoyable  way 
of  combining  practice  in  oral  language  and  writing 
skills  and  in  providing  career  awareness  and 
music . 

Evaluation  of  students  is  conceived  of  as  an 
ongoing  process  in  the  project.  Teachers  have 
developed  checklists  of  skills  and  are  using  them 
in  conjunction  with  their  own  observations  and 
teacher-made  tests  to  evaluate  student  progress. 

In  addition  weekly  reports  are  compiled  on  students 
and  are  submitted  to  the  director. 

The  medical  services  aspect  of  the  Rochelle 
program  is  good.  Each  child  receives  auditory 
and  visual  screening  by  the  nurse.  Ehyslcal 
examinations  are  g,1v('n  to  all  students  entering 
Kindergarten,  first  and  fifth  grades,  and  to 
those  who  have  not  previously  bad  an  exam  In 
Rochelle.  The  Rochelle  Migrant  Clinic  provides 
medicine  and  follow-up  treatment  when  they  are 
needed.  Since  the  director  was  dissatisfied  with 
the  services  provided  by  the  dentist  who  operated 
the  mobile  dental  van  last  year,  he  has  arranged 
for  a local  dentist  to  do  dental  screening  and 
treatment  this  summer. 

Personal  health  care  and  nutrition  information 
and  instruction  are  also  components  of  the  program. 
Each  student  is  given  a toilet  kit  which  contains 
a bar  of  soap,  a toothbrush,  toothpaste,  a face 
cloth  and  towel.  These  kits  are  supplied  by  a 
local  church  organization.  Students  are  instructed 
in  the  proper  method  of  brushing  their  teeth,  and 
this  is  Included  as  an  activity  in  the  daily 
schedule.  Lunch  menus  prepared  by  the  dietician 
are  discussed  with  students.  They  are  also 
typed,  mimeographed  and  sent  home  with  students. 

The  director  serves  in  the  capacity  as 
project  recruiter  as  well.  He  visits  the  migrant 
camps  about  twice  a week.  At  times  he  is  accompanied 
by  other  staff  members.  There  are  a few  staff 
members  who  have  not  visited  students'  homes; 
they  should  be  strongly  encouraged  to  do  so.  A 
PAG  has  not  yet  been  organized,  but  the  director, 
over  years  of  association  with  parents,  has 
developed  good  rapport  with  them.  Parents  are 
encouraged  to  visit  the  school  at  any  time,  to 
assist  on  field  trips  and  to  attend  the  Open 
House.  On  my  visit  to  two  of  the  migrant  camps, 
all  five  of  the  parents  seemed  pleased  with  the 
school  program. 
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A noteworthy  aspect  of  the  Rochelle  project 
Is  its  attempt  to  coordinate  the  regular  school 
year  and  summer  migrant  program.  Discussion  of 
the  summer  migrant  program  and  entrance  of  the 
students  Into  the  regular  school  year  program  is 
Included  on  the  agenda  at  the  district  Superinten- 
dent's meeting  with  all  teachers  at  the  start  of 
the  new  school  year.  Mr.  Rivera  tries  to  pre- 
register migrant  students,  so  that  he  can  have 
some  input  into  the  selection  of  their  teachers. 

He  talks  with  these  teachers  before  classes  begin 
in  order  to  explain  to  them  what  was  done  in  the 
summer  program  and  to  offer  suggestions  about 
what  might  be  done  while  these  children  are  in 
their  classes.  The  Title  I bilingual  teacher  in 
the  district  is  also  informed  of  migrant  students' 
class  assignments. 

For  those  children  who  will  be  attending 
schools  outside  the  district,  Mr.  Rivera  calls 
these  Superintendents  and  offers  to  share  his 
records  with  them.  The  clerk  will  compile  student 
records  and  send  them  to  other  districts,  if  they 
are  requested. 

The  director  considers  the  project's  staff 
to  be  a major  strength  of  the  program.  He  is 
especially  enthusiastic  about  the  contributions 
made  by  the  teacher  aides , several  of  whom  are 
newly  graduated  or  experienced  certified  teachers. 
The  aides  rotate  among  the  various  groups  and 
also  concentrate  in  their  areas  of  specialization. 
The  director  has  expressed  a need  to  have  greater 
access  to  oral  language  and  cultural  materials 
and  would  like  to  see  demonstrations  in  the  use 
of  such  materials  by  the  SEA  staff.  There  is 
also  a need  for  more  materials  written  specifically 
for  migrant  children;  i.e.  short  units  that  can 
be  accomplished  in  a limited  period  of  time. 
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llOl.Y  CROSS  MENDOTA  MTCRANT  PROGRAM 
Menclota 
Juno  24,  197f) 

"H J onvenldos"  (Welcome)  to  Mendotn  Migrant 
Siinimer  Program  in  the  bright  1y  colored  sign  that 
greets  visitors  as  they  enter  the  Holy  Gross 
School.  A Catholic  parochial  school  during  the 
regular  school  year.  It  Is  the  home  during  the 
summer  for  the  migrant  program.  The  Holy  Cross 
project  enjoys  the  advantage  of  utilizing  equipment 
belonging  to  the  school.  The  physical  facilities 
and  equipment  available  are  very  good.  More  than 
adequate  space  is  provided  by  individual  classrooms, 
a multi-purpose  gymnasium/cafeteria,  library, 
audiojvlsual  center , and  a large  private  area  for 
the  pre-school  children.  Classrooms  are  large, 
comfortable  and  well  decorated. 

Four  Sisters  comprise  the  teaching  staff. 

They  are  assisted  by  another  Sister  and  three  lay 
aides,  including  one  migrant  aide  who  lives  in 
the  camp.  While  most  of  the  staff  have  some 
knowledge  of  Spanish  and  several  have  had  previous 
experience  with  migrant  children,  there  is  only 
one  bilingual/  blcultural  staff  member.  As 
opportunities  arise  in  the  future,  it  is  recommended 
that  additional  bllingual/bicultural  staff  be 
recruited  to  work  in  the  project. 

Sister  Mary  is  in  her  sixth  year  as  project 
director.  She  wrote  the  project  proposal  and 
discussed  it  with  the  staff  during  a three-day 
local  inservlce  training  session  before  the  start 
of  the  program.  Topics  covered  at  this  meeting 
included  the  proposal  objectives,  curriculum, 

MSRTS,  cultural  background  of  the  migrant  child, 
classroom  management  techniques,  testing  procedures, 
camp  visitation,  and  organization  of  a Parent 
Advisory  Council.  In  addition  to  regularly 
scheduled  staff  meetings,  Sister  Mary  holds 
morning  and/or  evening  meetings  almost  on  a daily 
basis  to  discuss  problems  that  have  arisen  and 
successes  accomplished.  Appropriate  adjustments 
can  then  be  made  in  the  daily  schedule  to  take 
into  account  these  issues.  This  concept  of  a 
dally,  ongoing  inservice  is  one  that  promotes 
good  communication  and  relations  among  the  staff. 

The  director  has  tried  to  capitalize  on  the 
expertise  of  her  teachers  by  having  each  one 
responsible  for  a particular  subject  area.  For 
those  areas  such  as  art  and  music  in  which  several 
teachers  have  experience  and  knowledge,  they  aid 
each  other.  The  children  in  the  project  range  in 
age  from  2 to  14  years  of  age.  They  are  divided 
into  five  groups;  pre-school;  5-7  year  olds;  8-10 
year  olds;  11-14  year  olds;  and  those  with  very 
limited  facility  in  the  English  language.  Each 
subject  area  is  taught  in  a separate  classroom, 
and  the  various  groups  rotate  through  the  instruc- 
tional areas.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  basic 
skill  areas  of  reading,  oral  language,  written 
expression  and  math.  Other  components  in  the 
program  include  art,  music,  health,  physical 
education  and  career  education.  The  five  to 
seven  year  olds  are  involved  in  the  Early  Preven- 
tion of  School  Failure  Program. 

Most  Instruction  is  in  English.  However, 
those  teachers  with  a knowledge  of  Spanish  were 
observed  to  repeat  instructions  or  comments  in 


Spanish,  when  it  appeared  that  students  did  not 
understand.  An  attempt  is  made  to  determine  the 
dominant  language  of  students  by  conferring  with 
parents  and  by  teacher  observation.  If  It  Is 
determined  that  children  will  have  difficulty 
learning  In  English,  they  are  placed  In  the 
hlllngual  classroom  with  Sister  Rene  or  they  work 
with  a bilingual  aide.  Sister  Rene  emphasizes 
the  acquisition  of  English  as  a second  language 
in  her  classroom. 

The  instructional  program  is  well  balanced 
and  has  a strong  academic  component.  Individual- 
ization is  particularly  evident  in  the  areas  of 
reading,  language  development  and  phonics.  In 
phonics  children  work  in  small  groups  and 
independently  with  tape-recorders  and  other 
equipment . The  teacher  and  aide  can  be  working 
with  individual  students  or  with  a small  group  of 
students  on  different  activities.  Students 
within  the  group  can  rotate  through  the  various 
activities,  so  that  they  all  have  an  opportunity 
to  experience  the  variety  of  activities  offered. 

The  art  program  is  one  of  the  strong  features 
in  the  project.  Several  staff  members  are  qualified 
in  this  area.  The  project  also  has  access  to  a 
variety  of  fine  materials  and  equipment.  A kiln 
allows  them  to  work  with  clay.  The  younger 
students  were  very  excited,  as  they  watched  the 
liquid  clay  poured  into  a mold  become  a little 
car  or  truck  in  a matter  of  minutes.  The  children 
then  are  able  to  paint  and  fire  the  figures  and 
take  them  home. 

Sister  Mary  and  her  staff  are  attempting  to 
organize  a Parent  Advisory  Council.  A good 
foundation  has  been  laid  through  close  communi- 
cation between  school  staff  and  parents.  At 
least  one  member  of  the  staff  and  usually  more 
visit  the  migrant  camp  dally.  Sister  Mary  has 
established  rules  for  home  visitations  that  are 
designed  to  build  trust  and  friendship.  She 
points  out  that  good  relations  are  built  over  the 
years  and  are  based  on  feelings  of  mutual  respect. 

Medical  and  dental  services  are  provided  to 
students.  A local  doctor  who  has  volunteered  his 
services  conducts  physical  examinations  on  all 
children  in  the  project.  Medicines  and  additional 
medical  services  are  provided  by  the  Rochelle 
Migrant  Clinic.  Dental  screening  and  treatment 
is  also  provided  by  a local  dentist.  Health  care 
also  includes  a nutrition  class  for  students 
offered  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Extension 
Service. 

There  is  close  cooperation  between  the 
school  staff  and  the  migrant  nurse  in  attempting 
to  solve  health  problems.  On  the  day  of  this 
observer's  visit,  the  director  found  out  from  one 
child  that  her  sister  had  not  come  to  school  the 
day  before  because  she  had  "bugs"  in  her  hair. 

Sister  Mary  examined  the  girl's  hair  and  found 
lice.  She  decided  to  send  the  child  and  her 
brother  and  sister  home  for  the  day.  One  of  the 
teachers  accompanied  the  children  home  and  explained 
to  the  mother  what  she  should  do  to  remedy  the 
problem.  She  also  gave  the  mother  a shampoo 
^medication  that  had  been  supplied  by  the  migrant 
nurse  in  Rochelle.  Later  that  afternoon  another 
mother,  whom  the  other  woman  had  contacted,  came 
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to  school  to  request  the  shampoo  also.  This 
incident  is  a reflection  of  the  trust  and 
confidence  that  parents  have  in  the  school  staff, 

A fall  migrant  program,  operated  through  the 
local  school  district,  begins  at  the  start  of  the 
regular  school  year.  Sister  Mary  and  the  director 
of  the  fall  program,  Mike  Castiglia,  are  working 
together  in  an  attempt  to  coordinate  the  programs. 
Mike  has  visited  the  Holy  Cross  project  and  has 
met  the  students.  At  the  end  of  the  summer 
project,  student  records  and  copies  of  MSRTS 
forms  of  continuing  students  will  be  forwarded  to 
him.  Parents  who  have  participated  in  the  summer 
program  will  be  encouraged  to  become  active  in 
the  fall  program  also. 

The  high  quality  of  facilities  and  materials 
and  amount  of  available  space  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  summer  migrant  program  to 
accomodate  even  more  children.  The  director  is 
now  attempting  to  ascertain  the  number  of  migrant 
children  in  the  nearby  community  of  LaSalle  who 
would  be  eligible  for  the  program.  She  is  invest- 
igating the  possibility  of  including  them  in  the 
Mendota  program  in  the  future.  There  is  no 
question  as  to  the  very  positive  benefits  these 
children  could  derive  from  participation  in  this 
migrant  program. 
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PRINCEVILLE  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Prlnceville 

June  29-30,  1976;  July  lA,  1976 

The  children  participating  in  the  migrant 
program  in  Prlnceville  are  almost  exclusively 
interstate  migrants  from  Texas.  The  migrant 
families  in  this  area  are  employed  primarily  by 
Joan  of  Arc  for  the  asparagus,  peas,  pumpkin, 
kidney  bean  and  corn  crops.  There  are  three 
migrant  camps  in  Prlnceville,  but  two  had  already 
closed  by  the  time  of  this  observor's  initial 
visit.  Consequently,  all  of  the  children  served 
by  the  summer  school  program  lived  at  one  camp. 

The  migrant  program  staff  at  Prlnceville 
appears  to  be  working  well  together.  The  director, 
Netta  Knobloch,  is  largely  responsible  for 
encouraging  and  fostering  this  type  of  cooperative 
endeavor.  She  attempts  to  ensure  that  everyone 
is  well-informed  of  his/her  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities, program  procedures  and  scheduling, 
and  available  materials  and  supplies. 

A two-day  local  pre-service  session  is  held 
for  all  staff  members,  with  an  additional  day  for 
all  new  staff.  At  this  time  project  objectives 
are  reviewed,  and  each  staff  member  receives  a 
copy  of  the  narrative  part  of  the  application  for 
grant.  Once  a week  after  school  the  staff  meets 
to  discuss  activities,  problems,  and  successes. 

A primary  purpose  of  these  sessions  is,  in  the 
words  of  the  director,  to  "make  all  staff  members 
aware  of  what  everyone  else  is  doing."  To  facilitate 
cooperation  on  a dally  basis  schedules  are  posted, 
so  that  expected  visitors  and  special  events  and 
activities  can  be  recorded. 

Children  range  in  age  from  5 to  17  years 
old.  There  are  8 classes  that  correspond  as  much 
as  possible  to  age  and  ability  groupings.  The 
instructional  program  Includes  the  academic  areas 
of  reading,  writing,  and  oral  language  in  both 
English  and  Spanish,  math  and  science.  In 
addition,  instruction  is  offered  in  physical 
education,  art,  career  awareness,  and  health. 

Home  economics  and  industrial  arts  for  girls  and 
boys,  respectively,  are  provided  for  all  students 
10  years  of  age  and  older. 

The  instructional  staff  consists  of  8 full- 
time and  2 part-time  teachers  and  8 aides.  The 
recruiter  serves  half-time  in  this  capacity  and 
half-time  as  a P.E.  teacher.  Two  teachers  and 
two  aides  are  bilingual/blcultural,  and  all 
Instructional  staff  members,  with  the  exception 
of  one  teacher,  have  varying  degrees  of  proficiency 
in  Spanish.  Every  classroom  has  either  a bilingual 
teacher  or  aide  working  in  it.  Bilingual  instruction 
is  strongly  encouraged  by  the  director. 

Netta  has  arranged  a rather  unique  9-month 
contract  with  the  local  school  district.  She 
directs  the  migrant  program  during  the  summer  and 
works  as  a bilingual  teacher  in  the  fall  and 
spring  months  of  the  regular  school  year  program. 

She  has  been  able  to  spend  much  of  her  vacation 
time  in  November  and  December  in  Texas.  Through 
her  visits  to  Texas  she  hopes  to  gain  a better 
understanding  of  the  educational  programs  in 
which  migrant  children  in  Prlnceville  are  involved 
in  their  home-base  cities.  The  information  she 


acquires  along  with  that  supplied  by  the  two 
teachers  and  an  aide,  who  work  in  Texas  schools 
during  the  regular  school  year,  help  to  facilitate 
coordination  of  educational  progr.ams  for  students 
between  Texas  and  Illinois. 

The  Involvement  of  the  director  in  the 
bilingual  program  in  Prlnceville  aids  in  coordination 
of  this  program  with  the  summer  program.  Netta 
speaks  with  classroom  teachers  and  offers  suggestions 
regarding  activities  they  might  successfully  use 
with  children.  She  reports  that  many  teachers 
have  shown  an  increasing  Interest  in  working  with 
migrant  students.  To  further  aid  in  continuity 
between  summer  programs  and  with  the  regular 
school  year  program,  individual  folders  on  students 
are  kept.  Test  scores,  checklists  of  skills  and 
objectives  and  other  relevant  information  are 
included  in  folders.  This  Information  is  then 
used  with  MSRTS  information,  particularly  the 
special  programs  and  Interests  sections,  to 
design  educational  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of 
individual  students. 

In  the  areas  of  math  and  reading  in  English, 
the  Prlnceville  program  has  made  good  use  of  the 
Michigan  Middle  Cities  Project  (MMCP) . This 
program  is  an  Instructional  system  that  addresses 
ci'itical  basic  skills  in  math  and  reading  for 
kindergarten  through  sixth  grade.  It  consists  of 
catalogs  of  math  and  reading  objectives  arranged 
in  a linear  sequence,  locator  tests  designed  to 
place  students  by  identifying  objectives  achieved 
or  not  achieved,  pre-  and  post-tests  for  each 
objective,  and  prescriptive  activity  books  including 
a variety  of  learning  activities  designed  to  help 
students  reach  objectives. 

The  sixth  grade  teacher  has  used  the  >tMCP 
extensively  in  his  classroom  and  reports  that  it 
has  been  very  beneficial  for  students.  Although 
he  says  the  program  requires  the  Investment  of 
some  extra  time  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  he 
feels  that  it  provides  a good  instrument  for 
assessment  of  students.  He  has  used  a learning 
center  approach  in  conjunction  with  the  MMCP. 

Skills  in  reading  and  math  are  taught  in  small 
groups,  so  that  at  any  one  time  a variety  of 
activities  can  be  in  progress.  The  reading 
center  has  been  particularly  well  used. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  this 
year  in  attracting  older  students  to  the  program. 

Many  students  ages  lA  to  17  are  unable  to  attend 
school  regularly  during  the  day,  because  they 
must  work  to  supplement  their  family  Incomes. 

The  director,  the  recruiter,  the  oldest  group's 
teacher  and  other  staff  members  have  been  sensitive 
to  the  special  needs  of  this  age  group  and  have 
attempted  to  present  the  educational  program  in 
a meaningful  way  to  these  students. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  come  to  school  at 
any  time,  but  they  are  also  assured  that  teachers 
understand  their  need  to  work.  During  the 
three— week  period  between  picking  the  asparagus 
crop  and  detassellng  corn,  there  was  a consistent 
attendance  ot  about  25  of  the  oldest  students. 

At  pther  times,  many  students  came  to  school  for 
a couple  of  hours  in  the  afternoon  after  having 
the  fields  all  morning.  About  once  a 
week  in  the  evening,  the  teacher  and  other

interested  staff  members  arranged  for  a variety 
of  activities  at  the  camp.  These  activities 
provided  an  opportunity  for  teachers  and  students 
to  interact  and  to  get  to  know  each  other  in  an 
informal  atmosphere. 

In  addition  to  these  students,  the  director 
has  also  arranged  with  a local  junior  college  for 
about  12  students  16  to  17  years  old  to  be  enrolled 
in  evening  adult  education  classes.  The  students 
will  receive  high  school  credit  for  successful 
completion  of  these  courses. 

The  area  of  parent/school  relations  is  one 
in  which  the  Prlnceville  staff  has  worked  hard 
and  in  which  positive  results  are  evident. 

Children  for  the  project  are  located  through 
door-to-door  visits  by  the  director  and  recruiter 
at  the  migrant  camps.  All  staff  members  also 
assist  in  registering  students.  During  the 
course  of  the  program  biweekly  visits  by  the 
staff  to  the  camp  are  required.  A sign-up  sheet 
is  provided  to  record  these  visits.  There  is 
someone  from  the  school,  and  usually  several 
people,  at  the  camp  every  day. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  recruitment 
effort  in  Prlnceville  is  due  to  the  work  of  the 
recruiter.  He  visits  the  camp  three  to  four 

times  during  the  week  and  at  least  once  on 

weekends.  Often  he  takes  a football  or  baseball 

with  him  to  play  with  the  children.  He  emphasizes 

that  the  building  of  rapport  with  parents  and 
students  is  a slow  process,  but  one  which  can  be 
accomplished  when  the  school  staff  takes  the 
extra  time  and  demonstrates  the  patience  that  is 
necessary  for  developing  trust  and  confidence. 

A Parent  Advisory  Council  has  not  yet  been 
organized,  but  attempts  are  being  made  to  do  so. 

A good  foundation  has  been  established  through 
the  frequent  visits  of  staff  members  to  the  camp. 
Parents  are  now  able  to  offer  feedback  on  the 
program  on  an  Informal  basis,  but  the  organization 
of  parents  into  a group  should  be  encouraged.  It 
may  be  beneficial  to  begin  the  PAC  at  the  camp 
Itself . 

On  July  14  Parents'  Night  was  held  in  the 
Prlnceville  project.  Although  the  temperature  in 
the  gym  was  close  to  100°  that  night,  there  was  a 
tremendous  turnout  of  parents,  with  more  than  100 
participating.  Classrooms  were  open  for  parents 
to  visit  and  to  view  projects  on  display.  The 
students  presented  a program  in  which  each  group 
performed.  Performances  Included  Spanish  and 
English  songs,  presentations  on  famous  Mexican- 
Amerlcans,  and  an  original  play  written  by  the 
older  students.  Following  the  program  a band 
from  the  camp  provided  music  for  a dance,  and 
refreshments  were  served.  This  type  of  activity 
provides  an  opportunity  for  encouraging  parents 
to  come  to  school,  to  meet  with  the  staff,  and  to 
see  first-hand  what  their  children  are  doing. 


A reassessment  of  all  the  extra  activities, 
including  field  trips,  shop,  sewing  and  swimming, 
and  the  time  spent  on  them  should  be  undertaken. 

While  the  importance  of  these  activities  is 
recognized,  some  of  the  time  currently  devoted  to 
them  may  be  more  profitably  allocated  to  academics 
and  the  development  of  cognitive  skills. 

The  major  strengths  of  the  Prlnceville 
Program  center  around  the  rapport  and  good  relations 
that  have  been  developed  between  parents  and  the 
school,  and  between  students  and  staff.  Positive 
attitudes  of  the  staff,  their  cooperation  and 
sensitivity  to  the  needs  of  migrant  children  all 
contribute  to  the  development  of  these  relations. 

The  bilingual  capability  of  the  staff  facilitates 
good  communication  between  students  and  staff  and  is  an 
asset  to  the  program.  The  success  achieved  in 
encouraging  older  students  to  attend  school  is 
commendable.  Also,  the  arrangement  by  the  director 
in  obtaining  a contract  that  combines  duties 
during  the  regular  school  year  and  the  summer  is 
noteworthy.  Other  projects  may  wish  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  a similar  arrangement,  as  they 
attempt  to  coordinate  both  school  programs. 


Teachers  could  not  identify  many  weaknesses 
in  the  program.  As  in  all  the  migrant  projects, 
there  is  a need  for  more  materials  that  can  be 
used  on  a short-term  basis.  Several  teachers 
felt  they  have  Insufficient  time  with  students. 
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KANKAKEE  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Kankakee 
July  6-7,  1976 

This  Is  the  second  summer  of  the  Kankakee 
migrant  program,  and  significant  strides  have 
been  made  In  the  Improvement  of  the  program. 

George  Server  has  been  director  since  the  project 
began,  although  last  year  he  had  responsibilities 
as  both  a teacher  and  director.  He  now  serves  as 
director-recruiter.  The  present  arrangement 
allows  him  more  time  to  concentrate  on  administrative 
matters  and  to  meet  with  parents  of  students.  He 
Is  also  more  readily  available  to  staff  and 
students. 

The  migrant  families  served  by  the  Kankakee 
project  are  located  throughout  a wide  geographic 
area.  Migrant  workers  are  employed  to  work  In 
the  chives  crop.  In  raising  gladioluses,  and  In 
the  sod  farms  and  nurseries.  Single  families  or 
just  a few  families  live  and  work  on  privately 
owned  farms.  There  Is  no  migrant  camp  In  Kankakee. 

Most  of  the  Intrastate  migrants  are  In  the  area 
from  about  May  through  October.  There  Is  also  a 
growing  number  of  families  who  are  settling  out 
In  the  community. 

There  are  approximately  65  children  enrolled 
In  the  program.  There  are  more  migrant  children 
In  the  area,  but  some  of  the  five  year  provisional 
students  who  are  eligible  for  the  migrant  program 
are  attending  a local  bilingual  program.  The 
students  who  are  being  served  range  In  age  from  5 
to  14  years  old.  They  are  divided  Into  three 
self-contained  classrooms;  klndergarten-lst 
grade,  2nd-4th  grades,  5th-8th  grades.  Each 
group  has  one  full-time  teacher  and  one  aide 
working  with  It.  In  addition,  there  are  two 
student  teachers  and  one  part-time  teacher  who 
work  In  the  project. 

The  Instructional  program  emphasizes  the 
acquisition  of  basic  skills  In  reading,  writing, 
and  oral  language  development  In  English,  math, 

P.E.  and  health.  Within  the  various  classrooms, 
a good  deal  of  Individualization  of  Instruction 
was  observed.  Individualization  was  particularly 
evident  In  the  kindergarten  classroom,  where  the 
aide  and  student  teacher  were  very  actively  Involved 
In  the  Instructional  process.  They  were  most 
helpful  In  the  Implementation  of  Systems  80  and 
In  providing  translation  In  Spanish  to  children. 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  the  kindergarten 
teacher  does  not  speak  Spanish,  she  has  learned 
a few  words  and  tries  to  use  them  as  much  as 
possible  In  the  classroom.  The  atmosphere  In  the 
classroom  was  a friendly  and  loving  one. 

One  of  the  administrative  assistants  and  the 
Title  I director  for  the  Kankakee  School  District 
write  the  migrant  program  proposal.  The  director 
reports  that  he  Is  comfortable  with  the  objectives 
as  they  are  stated  In  the  proposal  and  that  he 
feels  he  can  meet  them.  The  proposal  Is  discussed 
generally  with  teachers  and  a copy  of  It  Is 
available  In  the  office  for  their  review.  Nevertheless, 
teachers  are  not  very  familiar  with  the  specifics 
of  the  proposal  and  Its  objectives.  It  Is  essential 
that  they  be  made  more  aware  of  this  Information. 


Additional  time  should  be  devoted  to  local 
preservice  for  staff  before  the  start  of  the 
program.  The  current  one-day  session  should  be 
extended  to  a two-day  meeting.  The  teachers  with 
whom  this  observer  spoke  Indicated  that  an 
additional  day  would  be  beneficial.  A more 
extensive  and  better  organized  session  would  help 
to  ensure  that  all  staff  members  are  well  Informed 
regarding  their  duties,  program  scheduling  and 
procedures,  and  available  books  and  materials. 

One  aspect  of  the  Kankakee  program  that  Is 
noteworthy  Is  the  plan  they  have  arranged  with  a 
local  college  to  have  student  teachers  work  In 
the  project.  This  endeavor  represents  an  excellent 
use  of  available  community  resources.  It  serves 
to  benefit  not  only  the  migrant  program  but  the 
college  students  as  well.  For  example,  one  of 
the  full-time  teachers  this  summer  was  a student 
teacher  In  the  program  last  summer.  Other 
migrant  programs  may  wish  to  explore  the  possibility 
of  working  out  a similar  agreement  with  colleges 
In  their  respective  areas. 

The  summer  program  has  also  been  successful 
In  securing  services  offered  by  the  Kankakee 
County  nurses.  The  nurses  provide  visual  and 
auditory  screening  of  students  and  Inspection  for 
pediculous  and  skin  disease.  Physical  exams  for 
children  entering  kindergarten  or  first  grade, 
fifth  and  ninth  grades  can  be  obtained  at  the 
Migrant  Clinic  one  evening  per  week.  Dental 
examinations  for  all  students  and  treatment  for 
those  requiring  It  are  to  be  provided  by  the 
mobile  dental van  later  In  the  summer. 

The  amount  of  parental  Involvement  In  the 
project  Is  still  limited,  although  attempts  are 
being  made  to  encourage  Increased  parent  participation. 
A Parent  Advisory  Council  has  not  yet  been  organized. 
An  Open  House  was  held  a week  prior  to  this 
visit,  but  attendance  by  parents  was  poor.  A 
second  Open  House  Is  planned  In  a couple  of 
weeks.  There  are  no  migrant  aides  who  are  employed 
by  the  project.  The  Kankakee  School  District 
requires  that  all  Instructional  aides  must  have 
completed  30  hours  of  college  credit.  It  Is  very 
difficult  Indeed  to  find  migrants  with  this 
qualification. 

Parental  Involvement  may  be  encouraged 
through  more  home/school  contact.  During  this 
observer's  visit  to  the  program,  the  first  home 
visits  by  staff  members  were  made.  Prior  to  this 
time,  only  the  director  had  been  to  student 
homes.  It  Is  recommended  that  home  visits  be 
more  strongly  encouraged  and  that  more  direction 
be  provided  In  their  organization  by  the  director. 

The  MSRTS  clerk  has  been  actively  trying  to 
facilitate  dissemination  of  MSRTS  Information  to 
teachers.  She  gives  a copy  of  each  child's  form 
to  the  appropriate  teacher  and  helps  the  teacher 
decode  the  Information.  At  a meeting  with  the 
staff,  she  explains  to  teachers  how  they  should 
fill  out  the  special  programs  and  Interests 
sections.  She  collects  completed  forms  a week 
before  the  end  of  the  program,  so  that  she  will 
have  sufficient  time  to  check  all  recorded  Information 
before  forwarding  that  Information  to  Springfield.

Limited  communication  between  regular  school 
year  and  summer  migrant  teachers  is  reported. 

Also,  there  is  limited  coordination  of  regular 
term  educational  programs  and  the  summer  program. 

One  problem  is  that  the  migrant  children  in  this 
area  attend  many  different  schools  located  in 
several  school  districts.  This,  of  course,  makes 
communication  and  coordination  much  more  difficult. 
However,  given  the  Increasing  numbers  of  migrant 
families  who  are  settling  out  in  this  area,  it 
would  be  advisable  to  begin  to  establish  more 
communication  between  schools  and  to  establish 
procedures  for  transfer  of  student  records. 

A weakness  in  the  program  cited  by  the  staff 
is  that  sufficient  quantities  of  books  and  materials 
are  not  available.  Those  that  can  be  used  have 
not  been  made  available  to  teachers  early  enough 
for  teachers  to  become  familiar  with  them.  It  is 
recommended  that  efforts  be  made  to  improve 
planning  and  organization  at  the  administrative 
level.  This  would  Include  making  materials 
available  to  teachers  at  an  early  date,  scheduling 
home  visits,  and  monitoring  classroom  activities 
regularly. 

The  utilization  of  community  resources  is 
viewed  as  a definite  strength  of  the  program. 
Included  in  this  area  are  the  services  offered  by 
the  county  nurses  and  the  student  teachers  from 
the  local  college,  and  the  field  trips  designed 
to  expose  children  to  the  Kankakee  community. 

There  appears  to  be  good  cooperation  among  the 
staff.  The  food  service,  provided  through  the 
local  school  district,  is  also  good.  There  is  an 
attempt  to  prepare  at  least  one  Mexican  dish  for 
the  children  each  week. 
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IIOOl'KS'l'ON  MICKANT  PROCKAM  VISITATION 
lloopeston 
July  8-9,  1976 

The  summer  migrant  program  in  Hoopeston  is 
now  in  its  tenth  year  of  operation.  The  director, 

Tom  Wonderlin,  has  been  involved  in  the  program 
from  its  beginnings.  He  was  employed  initially 
as  a teacher  but  has  been  project  director  for 
the  past  five  years.  In  addition  to  his  involve- 
ment in  the  summer  program,  Tom  also  writes  the 
proposal  for  the  spring  and  fall  migrant  projects 
in  Hoopeston. 

Hoopeston  is  a small  agricultural  community 
in  east  central  Illinois.  Many  of  the  migrant 
workers  in  this  area  arrive  in  mid-April  to  work 
the  asparagus  crop  and  remain  until  the  end  of 
October  for  the  pumpkin  crop.  They  are  employed 
in  the  fields  as  well  as  in  the  canneries  for  the 
corn,  pumpkin  and  kidney  bean  pack.  The  two 
major  employers  in  Hoopeston  are  Stokely-Van  Camp 
and  Joan  of  Arc.  There  are,  in  addition,  two 
smaller,  privately  owned  canning  companies  in 
neighboring  towns.  The  majority  of  the  migrant 
workers  live  in  the  four  camps  owned  and  operated 
by  the  four  companies. 

The  summer  migrant  project  serves  children 
from  all  four  camps.  The  children  in  the  project 
are  almost  all  interstate  migrants  from  Texas 
(only  2 of  141  students  are  five-year  provisional 
students) . There  is  a settled  out  community  of 
Mexican/Americans  in  Hoopeston,  but  the  children 
of  these  families  are  attending  the  Title  I 
summer  school  project. 

The  project's  instructional  staff  consists 
of  eight  teachers  and  seven  aides.  One  of  the 
teachers  comes  up  to  Illinois  from  Texas  during 
the  summer  to  work  in  the  migrant  program.  The 
Texas  teacher,  three  of  the  aides,  and  the 
recruiter  are  bilingual/bicultural.  One  other 
teacher  has  some  knowledge  of  Spanish.  With  the 
help  of  her  aide,  she  conducts  her  kindergarten 
class  bilingually.  The  bilingual/bicultural  aides 
seirve  as  interpretive  aides  in  the  primary  classrooms, 
where  they  are  most  needed.  These  aides  have  the 
responsibility  for  translating  instructions  to 
children  and  providing  explanations  of  concepts 
for  those  who  do  not  understand  English. 

Each  teacher,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Texas  teacher,  has  a self-contained  classroom. 

The  seven  groups  consist  of  kindergarten  and 
first  through  sixth  grades,  respectively.  The 
components  of  the  instructional  program  Include 
math,  language  arts,  physical  education,  and 
social  studies.  Kindergarten  and  first  grade  are 
working  cooperatively  on  the  Early  Prevention  of 
School  Failure  Program,  as  well  as  other  activities. 
Bilingual  instruction  is  provided  on  a pull-out 
basis  by  the  Texas  teacher  for  non-English  and 
limited  English-speaking  older  students.  Instruction 
in  this  classroom  is  on  a tutorial  basis  with  the 
teacher  working  with  students  individually  or 
with  two  or  three  students  at  a time.  The 
director  is  of  the  opinion  that  most  students  in 
the  program  are  functioning  well  in  English  and 
do  not  require  bilingual  instruction. 


Having  a Texas  teacher  on  the  staff  is 
particularly  beneficial  in  this  project,  since 
the  faculty  has  very  limited  Spanish-speaking 
abilities.  It  Is  recommended  that  more  direction 
be  given,  however,  to  the  Texas  teacher  in  the 
areas  of  ESL  techniques  and  of  teaching  reading 
in  a second  language.  The  activities  being 
carried  on  in  the  classroom  on  the  occasion  of 
this  observer's  visit  centered  around  the  Dolch 
Reading  List.  Children  were  copying  the  Spanish 
translations  of  English  words  from  the  list  from 
the  blackboard.  For  children  just  learning 
English  language  skills,  using  the  words  on  the 
Dolch  hist  in  an  oral  language  development 
activity  would  probably  be  more  beneficial. 

One  on-going  activity  in  the  Hoopeston 
project  is  the  research  by  Dr.  T.  Ernest  Newland 
on  learning  aptitude  testing.  The  project 
recruiter , a migrant  aide  who  has  worked  as  an 
interpretive  aide  in  the  project  for  ten  years, 
administers  the  test.  The  Kuhlmann-Anderson  Test 
of  Intelligence  is  the  primary  one  used.  Directions 
for  administering  the  test  have  been  translated 
into  Spanish,  and  it  is  given  in  a bilingual 
situation.  For  students  who  speak  only  Spanish, 
the  Cattell  Culture  Fair  Test  of  Intelligence  is 
given.  The  tests  are  scored  and  interpreted  by 
Dr.  Newland.  Dr.  Newland  then  discusses  test 
results  with  classroom  teachers  in  the  hope  that 
they  will  be  able  to  use  the  results  in  adjusting 
their  minimum  learning  expectations  for  students. 

The  summer  migrant  program  employs  four 
aides,  including  the  recruiter,  from  the  migrant 
camps.  The  recruiter  assumes  the  primary  respon- 
sibility for  home/school  communications.  In  her 
recruiting  efforts  she  visits  all  the  camps.  At 
this  time  she  explains  the  school  program  to 
parents  and  records  needed  information  on  registering 
students.  When  students  do  not  attend  school, 
she  visits  their  homes  to  find  out  if  a problem 
exists.  She  lives  at  one  of  the  camps  and  is 
well  known  by  many  parents  and  is  trusted  by 
them.  She  visits  the  other  camps  several  times 
during  the  week. 

An  Open  House  for  parents  was  planned  near 
the  end  of  the  session.  Other  than  this,  most  of 
the  staff  has  very  limited  contact  with  parents. 

Home  visits  should  be  more  strongly  encouraged. 
Efforts  should  also  be  made  to  organize  a Parent 
Advisory  Council. 

According  to  the  director,  the  philosophy  of 
the  migrant  program  is  to  provide  students  with  a 
variety  of  experiences  that  they  would  otherwise 
probably  not  have  an  opportunity  to  experience. 

The  objective  is  to  make  school  "a  fun  time  as 
well  as  a learning  time."  One  activity  provided 
students  is  a four-day  nature  experience  at  a 
nearby  forest  preserve.  A naturalist  is  provided 
for  each  grade  level,  and  activities  include 
hikes,  handicrafts  and  fishing. 

A number  of  other  field  trips  are  planned 
during  the  session.  Teachers  schedule  their  owrn 
trips  to  local  sites.  This  allows  more  flexibility 
and  a greater  opportunity  for  meeting  the  particular 
Interests  of  the  different  age  groups.  Since  the 
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school  Is  located  only  five  blocks  from  the 
center  of  town,  visits  to  such  places  as  the 
newspaper  office,  fire  station,  and  factories  are 
more  easily  scheduled.  All-school  field  trips 
are  planned  by  the  director. 

There  is  some  coordination  between  the 
regular  school  year  and  summer  migrant  programs. 
Spring  and  fall  migrant  programs  operate  on  a 
"flip-flop"  or  pull-out  basis  in  conjunction  with 
the  regular  school  program.  In  this  manner, 
children  are  integrated  into  regular  academic 
classes  but  are  provided  additional  help,  primarily 
in  reading  and  language  arts.  Tom  Wonderlin  is 
responsible  for  inserviclng  the  fall  and  spring 
staff.  The  fall  and  spring  migrant  teachers  are 
different  from  those  in  the  summer  program,  but 
the  aides  are  largely  the  same.  Dr.  Newland 
continues  his  testing  in  the  regular  school  year 
and  also  reviews  test  results  with  teachers. 

Continuity  between  summer  projects  from  one 
year  to  the  next  is  accomplished  through  a carry- 
over of  much  of  the  staff,  the  same  director  and 
basic  curriculum,  and  a return  of  approximately 
90%  of  the  students.  In  addition,  a file  with 
Dr.  Newland' s test  information  provides  a more 
complete  picture  of  children.  The  regular  school 
year  report  cards  of  students  enrolled  in  Hoopeston 
are  kept  as  well. 

Coordination  with  educational  programs  in 
Texas  remains  difficult,  as  in  all  projects, 
although  the  Texas  teacher  is  able  to  provide 
some  information  on  what  is  happening  in  Texas 
schools.  The  director  and  one  of  the  teachers 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  attend  the  Texas  State 
Migrant  Workshop  held  in  McAllen.  At  last  year's 
meeting,  Tom  was  able  to  visit  the  school  where 
Ralph,  the  Texas  teacher  in  Hoopeston  works 
during  the  regular  school  year.  He  was  able  to 
observe  classes  and  talk  with  the  Superintendent. 
The  director  reports  that  this  visit  helped  give 
him  a much  better  idea  of  the  educational  programs 
in  which  migrant  children  may  be  involved  in 
Texas. 

A nurse  is  provided  through  the  Vermilion 
County  Health  Department.  The  nurse  serves  the 
migrant  workers  full~tlme  while  they  are  in  the 
area.  She  is  in  the  school  every  day  to  take  care 
of  any  problems  that  may  arise,  and  she  visits 
the  camps  almost  on  a daily  basis.  No  physical 
exams  or  dental  screening  and  treatment  were 
provided  to  students  this  summer.  Physicals  are 
conducted  during  the  regular  school  year  for 
students  who  remain.  It  is  strongly  recommended 
that  the  possibility  of  providing  dental  services 
next  year  be  pursued. 

Both  the  director  and  several  teachers 
report  an  increase  in  achievement  levels  and 
attendance  year  after  year  by  students  as  major 
strengths  of  the  project.  The  sixth  grade  teacher 
states,  for  example,  that  each  year  fewer  students 
are  in  need  of  intensive  help  in  English.  He 
adds  that  each  year  he  has  had  to  upgrade  his 
objectives.  The  staff  feels  that  students  have 
displayed  more  positive  attitudes  toward  school, 
as  they  have  progressed  through  the  program. 


The  low-keyed  academic  atmosphere,  the 
diversity  of  curriculum  and  cultural  activities 
focusing  on  Anglo  culture  are  also  cited  by  staff 
members  as  program  strengths.  The  educational 
and  recreational  aspects  of  the  program  are 
viewed  as  providing  a situation  in  which  children 
are  able  to  have  fun  and  enjoy  themselves,  while 
they  are  also  learning. 

The  staff  is  generally  content  with  the 
program  and  could  offer  no  comments  regarding 
problem  areas.  This  observer  would  suggest  that 
the  Hoopeston  project  could  use  more  bilingual/ 
bicultural  materials  and  additional  bilingual/ 
bicultural  staff.  An  attempt  should  also  be  made 
to  provide  dental  screening  and  treatment  for 
students.  The  director  has  indicated  that  the 
latter  will  be  a priority  for  the  coming  year. 
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NU-BEGINNING  MIGRANT  CENTER  VISITATION 
Stone  Park 

July  14,  1976;  August  4,  1976 

The  Nu-Beginning  Migrant  Center  is  in  its 
first  year  of  operation.  The  program  was  late  in 
getting  organized  due  to  a number  of  problems 
encountered  in  locating  a facility  in  which  to 
hold  the  project.  An  all-out  effort  was  made, 
however,  by  the  project  director,  Pat  Garza,  to 
get  the  program  off  the  ground.  She  was  provided 
assistance  and  guidance  by  the  SEA  staff  and  two 
other  migrant  project  directors. 

Stone  Park  is  an  urban  community  on  the  west 
side  of  Chicago's  city  limits.  Most  of  the  migrants 
in  this  area  are  working  in  country  clubs  and 
nurseries  and  are  doing  landscaping  work.  The 
project  is  currently  located  in  a church  seminary. 
The  building  now  being  used  has  one  very  large 
room  and  several  smaller  ones  that  are  used  as 
classrooms.  The  physical  facilities  are  adequate, 
but  they  could  be  greatly  improved  if  the  project 
were  relocated  in  a public  school  building  next 
summer 

The  project  currently  has  forty-six  students 
enrolled,  approximately  75%  of  whom  are  interstate 
migrants.  Children  range  in  age  from  5-13  years 
old.  They  are  divided  into  four  groups.  The  two 
younger  groups,  kindergarten-first  grade,  and 
second-third  grades,  are  taught  as  self-contained 
classrooms.  The  two  older  groups,  which  comprise 
fourth-seventh  grades,  are  team-taught.  Language 
arts,  math,  health,  career  education,  physical 
education  and  home  economics  are  the  components  of 
the  instructional  program.  The  five  and  six  year 
olds  in  this  project  are  not  Involved  in  the  Early 
Prevention  of  School  Failure  Program  due  to  the 
late  start  of  the  project. 

The  Instructional  staff  consists  of  four 
teachers  and  three  aides.  Three  of  the  teachers 
and  all  of  the  aides  are  blllngual/blcultural;  the 
fourth  teacher  is  competent  in  Spanish.  The 
facility  of  teachers  and  aides  in  the  Spanish 
language  is  reflected  in  the  bilingual  instruction 
that  characterizes  the  program.  The  use  of  both 
English  and  Spanish  as  mediums  of  instruction  is 
of  considerable  benefit  in  a project  like  this  one 
in  which  a large  percentage  ojf  students  are 
Spanish-dominant.  It  should  be  noted  that  on  the 
observer's  first  visit,  Spanish  was  the  primary 
language  being  used.  By  the  time  of  the  second 
visit,  approximately  three  weeks  after  the  initial 
visit,  the  use  of  English  in  the  classrooms  had 
Increased  substantially.  The  director  is  trying 
to  ensure  that  students  have  the  benefit  of  the 
use  and  knowledge  of  both  languages.  The  use  of 
Spanish  in  all  aspects  of  the  program  is  one  means 
utilized  to  build  positive  self-concepts  among 
students. 

Materials  from  the  mobile  van  have  been 
particularly  helpful,  since  this  is  a new  project 
and  there  was  not  ample  time  in  which  to  acquire 
materials  or  to  build  up  an  inventory.  In  addition, 
the  project  does  not  enjoy  the  advantage  of  being 
able  to  use  materials  from  the  local  school  district. 
Much  of  the  responsibility  for  obtaining  and 


developing  materials  has  been  assumed  by  teachers. 
They  have  done  a commendable  job  In  this  regard. 

The  Inclusion  of  more  game-type  learning  activities 
in  addition  to  the  more  traditional  paper  and 
pencil  desk-type  activities  is  suggested. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  project  to 
use  a structured  approach  to  needs  assessment  and 
student  evaluation.  The  James  Dominance  Test  is 
given  to  all  students  to  assess  their  language 
dominance.  The  test  has  been  most  helpful  for 
kindergarten  and  first  grade  students,  less  so  for 
the  older  students.  The  Key  Math  Diagnostic  Test 
and  Station  Rotation  Checklist  are  used  as  pretests 
for  math  and  physical  education,  respectively. 

These  tests  in  conjunction  with  teacher-made 
tests,  teacher  observations  and  checklists,  and 
student  work  completed  during  the  session  are  used 
for  evaluation  of  student  progress.  Folders 
containing  checklists,  test  scores  and  progress 
reports  are  maintained  for  each  student.  In  order 
to  Inform  parents  of  the  activities  each  child  has 
accomplished  in  school,  a progress  report  in 
English  and  Spanish  will  be  sent  home. 

Each  teacher  has  visited  student  homes  at 
least  twice;  some  have  gone  more  often.  The 
director  cites  the  development  of  better  com- 
munication between  the  home  and  school  as  one  of 
her  major  goals.  She  has  many  plans  for  the 
involvement  of  parents  in  the  program,  although 
only  a limited  amount  can  be  accomplished  this 
year.  She  emphasizes  the  need  for  helping  parents 
to  feel  at  ease  and  comfortable  in  the  school 
setting,  so  that  they  may  really  become  involved 
in  the  education  of  their  children. 

One  parent  is  currently  employed  Jn  the 
project  as  a cook.  She  prepares  Mexican  foods  for 
lunch,  which  the  children  seem  to  enjov.  These 
meals  are  considered  to  be  part  of  the  cultural 
component  of  the  program,  which  attempts  to  foster 
a more  positive  self-concept  among  students.  It 
is  recommended  that  in  addition  to  the  Mexican 
foods  the  menu  be  broadened  to  include  some 
mainstream  dishes  as  well.  This  would  serve  to 
make  the  program  more  truly  bicultural. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  program  in  this 
initial  year  of  operation  may  be  accounted  for  by 
a dedicated  and  enthusiastic  director  who  has  not 
lost  her  spirit  in  the  face  of  many  obstacles  that 
have  been  presented.  The  director  is  open  to 
criticism  and  to  recommendations  for  Improvement 
of  the  program.  On  the  first  visit,  for  example, 
one  of  the  SEA  staff  members  pointed  out  what  she 
considered  to  be  poor  scheduling  of  instructional 
time.  She  suggested  that  more  time  be  devoted  to 
the  basic  skill  areas  of  math,  reading  and  language 
arts.  By  this  observer's  second  visit,  it  was 
obvious  that  the  director  had  attempted  to  Implement 
this  recommendation. 

Also  on  the  first  visit,  a need  was  observed 
to  relay  MSRTS  registration  information  to  the 
terminal  more  quickly.  At  this  time,  approximately 
25  forms  were  lacking  some  information  and  were 
being  held  up.  On  the  day  following  this  visit, 
all  staff  members  accompanied  the  recruiter  to  the 
homes  of  students  to  obtain  the  missing  information. 
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This  is  a further  example  of  the  willingness  on 
the  part  of  the  director  and  staff  to  accept 
criticism  and  suggestions  and  to  attempt  to  Implement 
them. 


Among  the  strengths  of  the  program  cited  by 
the  director  and  staff  are  the  cooperation  among 
staff  members  and  their  willingness  to  participate 
in  anything;  the  love  given  to  students;  the 
building  of  English  language  skills;  medical 
services;  and  a billngual/blcultural  staff  that 
has  an  understanding  of  the  children  and  an  ability 
to  communicate  with  them  without  difficulty.  The 
children  are  perceived  to  feel  free  to  talk  and 
express  themselves. 

Among  the  areas  of  weakness  identified  are 
the  needs  for  more  instructional  materials,  more 
time  to  set  up  and  organize,  and  a change  of 
locality  to  a school  with  classrooms  and  access  to 
more  facilities.  The  director  also  cites  a need 
for  more  administrative  information  and  more 
clearly  defined  guidelines  for  complying  with 
financial  aspects  of  projects.  The  time  factor 
imposed  many  restrictions  in  setting  up  the 
program,  but  there  probably  could  have  been  a 
little  more  information  and  direction  provided  by 
the  SEA  staff  in  helping  to  organize  the  program 
and  in  making  the  director  more  aware  of  all 
factors  involved  in  running  a program. 

Taking  into  consideration  all  the  limitations 
Imposed  by  the  very  brief  time  frame  in  which  the 
project  was  organized,  the  limited  resources  and 
materials  available,  and  the  merely  adequate 
physical  facilities,  an  excellent  job  has  been 
done  on  the  project.  The  positive  attitudes  of 
the  director  and  staff  are  most  evident.  They 
have  attempted  to  make  the  most  of  whatever 
materials  have  been  available  and  are  constantly 
striving  to  obtain  more.  The  director  has  been 
most  resourceful  in  obtaining  supplies  and  services 
from  the  community.  With  the  experience  of  this 
year  and  sufficient  time  in  which  to  locate  more 
adequate  physical  facilities  and  to  order  needed 
materials,  this  project  shows  much  promise  for  the 
future. 
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COBDEN  MICRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Cobden 

July  19,  1976 

The  summer  migrant  program  in  Cobden  Is  the 
only  project  in  southern  Illinois  at  the  present 
time.  It  is  also  the  only  migrant  project  in 
Illinois  that  does  not  serve  a predominantly 
Spanish-speaking  population.  There  is  only  one 
Spanish-dominant  youngster  in  this  project. 

Migrant  workers  in  this  area  are  primarily  from 
southern  states,  Florida,  Arkansas  and  Texas 
being  the  most  common  home  bases.  Most  of  these 
migrants  remain  in  the  area  from  April  until 
October  to  work  in  the  apple  and  peach  orchards. 
They  then  return  to  their  home  base  states.  Very 
few  migrant  workers  have  settled  out  in  this 
area. 

The  Cobden  project  is  relatively  small, 
serving  only  about  AO  students.  Additional 
children  in  the  area  have  been  identified,  and  an 
attempt  is  now  being  made  to  determine  their 
exact  numbers  and  locations.  There  exists  the 
possibility  of  expanding  this  project  or  relocating 
it  in  a place  more  accessible  to  other  migrant 
communities.  Presently,  students  are  spread  over 
a considerable  geographic  area;  some  are  bussed 
as  far  as  30  miles  to  attend  school. 

Children  range  in  age  from  5-15  years  of  age 
and  Include  grades  kindergarten  through  eighth. 
Three  teachers  and  three  aides  are  employed  by 
the  project.  Each  teacher  is  responsible  for  a 
self-contained  classroom.  The  three  classrooms 
are  grouped  as  follows:  kindergarten-second 

grade,  third-fifth  grades,  sixth-eighth  grades. 
Subject  areas  covered  include  math,  reading, 
social  studies  and  physical  education. 

The  school  day  begins  about  8:20,  when 
children  arrive  by  bus.  Students  are  served  a 
breakfast  snack,  which  is  followed  by  the  first 
instructional  period.  After  about  one  hour  of 
classroom  instruction,  there  is  a recess  period 
and  then  another  period  of  classroom  instruction. 
The  hour  for  lunch  and  recess  that  follows  allows 
for  only  one  half-hour  of  classroom  activities  in 
the  afternoon,  since  school  is  dismissed  at  1:00. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  daily  program 
hours  be  extended  until  2:00  or  2:30  to  be  sure 
that  sufficient  time  is  allocated  for  instruction 
in  basic  subject  areas.  Evidence  from  other 
projects  in  Illinois  that  operate  with  a longer 
school  day  suggests  that  extension  of  school 
hours  can  be  easily  accomplished.  This  will 
better  ensure  that  basic  skill  areas  in  math, 
reading,  and  language  arts  will  be  adequately 
covered.  Activities  such  as  films  and  arts  and 
crafts  can  be  saved  for  the  afternoon  session, 
when  children  are  generally  less  alert. 

Average  daily  attendance  in  this  project  is 
28-29  students.  The  small  number  of  children 
attending  coupled  with  one  teacher  and  one  aide 
per  group  result  in  a very  low  student/teacher 


ratio.  This  represents  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  Individualization  of  instruction.  Observations 
suggest,  however,  that  individualization  is  not 
being  realized  to  its  greatest  potential. 

On  the  day  of  this  observer's  visit,  attendance 
was  particularly  low.  In  the  group  of  the  oldest 
children,  for  example,  three  of  the  eight  enrolled 
students  were  present.  In  this  case,  however, 
the  aide  was  not  being  utilized  at  all  during  the 
reading  lesson.  She  could  have  been  working 
individually  with  the  special  education  student 
who  was  having  considerable  difficulty  keeping  up 
with  the  other  two  students.  Aides  should  be 
better  utilized  to  work  with  individuals  or  small 
groups  and  programs  designed  to  meet  individual 
needs  of  children. 

The  kindergarten-second  grade  teacher  was 
observed  to  attempt  to  individualize  instruction. 
Although  this  is  her  first  year  as  a teacher 
in  the  migrant  program,  she  is  a special  education 
teacher  during  the  regular  school  year  and  is 
aware  of  the  need  to  serve  the  special  needs  of 
each  individual.  Children  were  observed  to  be 
working  in  a variety  of  activities  in  small 
groups  according  to  their  abilities.  Each  child 
has  an  individual  folder  in  which  his/her  work  is 
kept . 

A Parent  Advisory  Council  has  not  yet  been 
organized.  The  director  states  that  it  will  be 
difficult  to  do  so,  since  families  are  scattered 
over  such  a wide  geographic  area.  He  reports 
visiting  the  migrant  camps  once  every  two  weeks 
or  so.  At  that  time  he  explains  to  parents  what 
the  purposes  and  nature  of  the  migrant  program 
are.  Currently  there  are  no  parents  employed  in 
the  program  as  aides  or  other  staff.  Staff 
members  are  required  to  visit  the  camps  once 
during  the  summer.  At  the  time  of  this  observer's 
visit,  however,  two  of  the  three  teachers  had  not 
yet  visited  any  of  their  students'  homes.  Two  of 
the  aides  had  each  made  one  visit.  It  is  strongly 
recommended  that  an  attempt  be  made  to  encourage 
more  parent  Involvement  in  the  program  and  to 
strengthen  relations  and  communications  between 
parents  and  the  school. 

The  migrant  program  cooperates  with  the  Day 
Care  Center  for  preschoolers  in  sharing  transportation 
services.  In  addition,  some  of  the  migrant 
program  students  attend  the  Day  Care  Center  in 
the  afternoons  after  school  is  dismissed.  This 
represents  an  attempt  to  maximize  efforts  and  to 
lower  costs.  It  is  an  example  of  good  planning. 

The  director  and  staff  consider  the  recreational 
activities  provided  in  the  project  as  a definite 
drawing  card  to  attract  children.  These  activities 
Include  field  trips,  swimming,  arts  and  crafts, 
and  play  periods.  The  project  has  been  able  to 
take  advantage  of  the  variety  of  excellent  state 
and  national  park  facilities  nearby  for  field 
trips  and  nature  experiences  for  children. 

Attendance  is  reported  to  be  fairly  consistent. 
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One  problem  area  identified  by  the  staff  and 
this  observer  is  that  of  providing  a meaningful 
educational  experience  for  older  children.  These 
students  are  generally  11-13  years  of  age  and  in 
grades  6-8.  These  students  are  reported  to  be 
less  disciplined,  and  it  is  more  difficult  to  get 
and  keep  their  attention.  The  wide  range  of 
achievement  levels  within  this  group  further 
complicates  the  situation.  There  is  a definite 
need  for  additional  materials  to  which  children 
of  this  age  group  can  relate,  particularly  in  the 
area  of  reading.  The  elementary  school  materials 
that  are  more  readily  available  are  not  suitable. 
The  possibility  of  using  materials  from  the 
district's  junior  high  school  should  be  further 
investigated. 

There  is  a need  for  additional  materials  for 
the  younger  children  as  well.  This  would  Include 
more  books  and  games  that  the  project  could  carry 
over  from  one  summer  to  the  next. 
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HIGHLAND  PARK  MIGRANT  PROGRAM 
Highland  Park 
July  23,  1976 

The  migrant  program  in  Highland  Park  is  in 
its  second  year  of  operation.  This  is  the  first 
year  that  Denis  Clezadlo  has  been  the  director. 
Although  he  did  not  write  the  project  proposal, 
the  director  feels  that  he  can  meet  the  primary 
objectives  stated  in  it.  Some  modifications 
have  been  necessary  due  to  the  lack  of  availability 
of  certain  materials  described  in  the  proposal. 

The  Highland  Park  program  is  located  in  a 
residential  northern  suburban  area  of  Chicago. 

A large  percentage  of  the  children  served  by  the 
project  are  five-year  provisional  students.  A 
substantial  number  of  former  migrants  are  settling 
out  in  the  area,  at  least  for  several  years.  A 
majority  of  parents  of  the  children  served  are 
employed  in  nurseries  or  are  involved  in  landscaping 
activities  at  golf  courses  or  private  homes. 

Because  many  of  the  students  enter  regular 
school  year  programs  in  the  area,  Denis  is  aware 
of  the  need  to  attempt  to  coordinate  as  much  as 
possible  the  regular  school  year  and  summer 
migrant  programs.  Although  such  coordination  is 
not  presently  a reality,  the  director  identifies 
it  as  a priority  for  the  coming  year.  He  is 
sending  a letter  explaining  the  MSRTS  forms  to 
the  principals  of  the  schools  migrant  students 
will  be  attending  in  the  fall  and  is  asking  TESL 
teachers  in  these  schools  to  update  the  forms. 

The  MSRTS  form  ftself,  with  a letter  informing 
parents  of  the  need  to  present  the  form  at  the 
next  school,  will  be  sent  to  parents. 

The  project  serves  children  from  the  ages 
of  4 to  15  years  old.  There  are  4 self-contained 
classrooms:  (1)  four  to  six  year  olds,  (2)  six 
to  eight  year  olds,  and  most  of  the  Spanish 
dominant  older  children,  (3)  nine  to  eleven  year 
olds,  and  (4)  twelve  to  fifteen  year  olds.  The 
areas  of  instruction  include  oral  language, 
reading,  math,  social  studies,  science,  PE,  and 
art.  For  the  latter,  a part-time  art  teacher  is 
employed. 

The  instructional  staff  consists  of  four 
teachers  and  three  aides,  all  of  whom  are  fluently 
bilingual.  Spanish  and  English  are  used  as 
mediums  of  instruction,  so  as  to  Insure  that 
subject  matter  concepts  are  taught  in  a language 
understood  by  students.  On  the  occasion  of  the 
observer's  visit  bilingual  Instruction  was  most 
clearly  in  evidence  in  the  preschool,  kindergarten 
classroom  and  in  Mr.  Velez's  class  of  the  six  to 
eight  year  olds  and  most  of  the  Spanish-dominant 
older  students.  The  director  and  other  staff 
members  have  expressed  enthusiasm  for  the  bilingual 
approach  and  generally  feel  that  students  are 
making  progress  in  the  instructional  areas. 

They  emphasize  the  need  for  obtaining  more 
bilingual  materials  in  language  instruction  and 
the  content  areas  as  well. 


An  attempt  has  been  made  to  individualize  as 
much  as  possible  and  to  encourage  small  group 
activities  which  enable  teachers  to  zero  in  on 
the  needs  of  students.  This  is  in  evidence 
particularly  in  the  reading  component.  Each 
child  (excluding  the  four,  five  and  six  year  olds 
Involved  in  the  Early  Prevention  of  School 
Failure  program  is  given  a Systems  EG  reading 
pre-test.  On  the  basis  of  these  scores,  students 
are  divided  into  reading  groups.  SRA  kits  are 
used  on  an  individual  basis,  and  small  groups  of 
students  use  the  Harper  Row  Reading  Series  and 
accompanying  workbooks.  Unit  tests  are  then 
given  to  evaluate  student  progress. 

The  project  has  provided  much  to  students  in 
the  area  of  medical  services.  A full-time  bilingual/ 
bicultural  nurse  is  employed  by  the  project. 

Complete  physical  examinations  are  conducted  on 
all  students.  In  addition,  auditory  and  visual 
screening,  and  dental  screening  and  treatment  are 
providing  through  the  Lake  County  Health  Department 
and  a local  dentist. 

One  aspect  of  the  program  that  might  profitably 
be  improved  next  year  is  that  of  home-school 
relations.  The  recruiter  has  the  major  responsibility 
of  recruiting  students  for  the  program.  She 
knows  many  of  the  families  and  has  been  aided  in 
her  recruitment  duties  by  the  nurse.  Most  of  the 
rest  of  the  staff  have  limited  contact  with 
parents.  Two  teachers  reported  never  having 
visited  the  homes  of  students.  They  should  be 
encouraged  to  do  so.  As  one  of  the  teachers 
stated  with  respect  to  establishing  more  contact 
with  parents,  "We  need  to  bring  them  in  or  we 
must  go  out."  At  present  two  parents  work  in  the 
program — one  as  an  aide  and  one  as  a cook.  A 
Parent  Advisory  Council  has  not  yet  been  organized, 
but  the  recruiter  is  making  progress  in  getting 
parents  interested. 

The  director  is  of  the  opinion  that  this 
year's  program  is  more  academically  oriented  than 
last  year's.  He  Intends  to  stress  this  aspect 
even  more  next  year  by  focusing  in  on  the  development 
of  checklists  to  more  clearly  Identify  goals  and 
objectives  to  be  accomplished  to  assess  achievement 
in  the  various  subject  areas.  The  development  of 
more  Interest  centers  for  students  is  also  a 
goal.  He  also  cites  a need  for  improvement  in 
the  pre-  and  inservice  provided , especially  in 
terms  of  allowing  more  time  for  these  activities 
before  students  arrive. 
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PALATINE  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Palatine 
July  26,  1976 

The  Palatine  migrant  program  serves  a student 
population  consisting  of  about  67%  intrastate 
migrants  and  25%  five-year  provisional  students. 

As  these  figures  would  indicate,  many  of  the 
families  of  these  students  have  come  to  this 
northwest  suburb  of  Chicago  from  other  areas  in 
Illinois,  and  a growing  number  of  them  are  in  the 
process  of  settling  out.  The  area  around  Palatine 
is  undergoing  changes,  as  the  suburban  sprawl 
encroaches  on  what  was  previously  productive 
farmland.  The  majority  of  migrants  in  this  area 
are  still  employed  on  small  privately  owned  truck 
farms  or  in  nurseries,  where  they  are  engaged  in 
landscaping  work. 

Palatine  has  a migrant  program  during  the 
regular  school  year  as  well.  In  the  regular  term, 
migrant  students  are  placed  with  their  peer 
groups  in  regular  classrooms,  but  they  are  also 
provided  daily  individualized  instruction  on  a 
pull-out  basis  with  a special  teacher.  There  is 
a good  deal  of  coordination  and  cooperation 
between  the  regular  and  summer  term  programs. 

The  summer  project  proposal  is  written,  for 
example,  by  the  director  of  the  summer  program  in 
consultation  with  the  regular  term  migrant 
teacher,  the  Title  I district  coordinator  (the 
former  migrant  program  director),  two  teachers 
from  last  summer's  program  and  the  bilingual 
director  from  Wheeling.  Migrant  students  from 
Wheeling  attend  the  Palatine  migrant  program 
during  the  summer.  Wally  Erlker  has  been  the 
summer  project  director  for  two  years  now. 

The  instructional  objectives  outlined  in  the 
project  proposal  are  discussed  with  staff  members 
at  a local  two-day  pre-service  session.  To 
augment  the  general  objectives  included  in  the 
proposal,  each  teacher  is  required  to  submit  a 
checklist  of  objectives  for  each  subject  area 
written  specifically  for  his/her  students.  These 
checklists  are  based  on  those  from  the  previous 
summer  but  are  further  modified  to  meet  the  needs 
of  these  particular  students.  Each  classroom 
teacher  submits  checklists  of  objectives  in  the 
following  areas:  language  arts,  math,  health, 

environmental  education,  art,  and  guidance  (self- 
concept  and  social  relationships). 

There  are  six  full-time  and  two  part-time 
teachers  employed  by  the  project.  They  are 
assisted  by  eight  aides,  three  of  whom  are  parent 
aides.  Each  of  the  six  full-time  teachers  is 
responsible  for  a self-contained  classroom. 

Children  are  divided  into  six  groups:  (1)  pre- 

school or  3 to  A year  olds,  (2)  five  and  six  year 
olds,  (3)  seven  and  eight  year  olds,  (A)  nine  and 
ten  year  olds,  (5)  eleven  and  twelve  year  olds, 

(6)  thirteen  year  olds  and  older.  These  groups 
are  further  subdivided  within  their  classrooms  so 
that  students  receive  instruction  in  needed  skill 
areas.  One  of  the  part-time  teachers  is  the 
practical  arts  instructor.  The  other  teaches 
home  arts  and  also  serves  as  the  project  recruiter. 


The  progress  of  students  is  closely  monitored 
and  recorded  for  the  purposes  of  evaluation  and 
placement  of  students.  The  checklists  developed 
hy  each  teacher  are  used  to  evaluate  student 
progress.  They  are  filed  in  student  folders  and 
are  kept  for  future  reference.  These  folders  are 
sent  to  the  various  schools  that  migrant  students 
attend  in  the  fall  in  the  Palatine  School  District 
and  in  Wheeling.  In  the  spring  these  schools  are 
asked  to  return  the  folders,  as  well  as  some 
additional  information.  A form  is  provided  on 
which  teachers  are  asked  to  assess  the  child's 
language  dominance  and  his/her  strengths  and  weaknesses 
in  reading  and  math  skills.  A section  is  provided 
for  additional  comments  and  suggestions.  This 
information  can  be  a great  aid  in  placing  the 
student,  so  the  attention  can  be  focused  on 
needed  skills. 

The  Palatine  project  has  been  very  successful 
in  encouraging  parent  participation  in  the  program. 

The  recruiter  has  worked  very  hard  in  this  effort. 

He  visits  families  several  times  per  week  and 
generally  serves  as  a liaison  between  the  home 
and  the  school.  All  staff  members  are  required 
to  make  two  home  visits.  Some  have  found  that 
going  in  teams  is  a good  way  of  arranging  visits, 
particularly  for  those  who  are  not  fluent  in 
Spanish. 

Activities  planned  for  parents  during  the 
course  of  the  session  Include  an  Open  House, 

Rummage  Sale,  "Afternoon  Coffee,"  and  a Fiesta. 

These  activities  were  well  attended,  particularly 
the  rummage  sale  and  fiesta,  Tlie  Open  House, 
held  during  the  second  week  of  the  proj’.ram,  gave 
parents  a chance  to  visit  classrooms  ami  to  talk 
to  the  staff.  At  this  time  sign-up  sheets  were 
provided,  so  that  parents  could  volunteer  to 
serve  as  members  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Council, 
to  work  on  the  fiesta  and  to  accompany  students 
on  field  trips. 

Donations  of  clothing,  toys,  and  household 
goods  were  collected  from  local  community  groups 
for  the  rummage  sale.  All  items  were  sold  at  5q 
apiece,  and  all  funds  raised  by  the  sale  went  to 
buying  food  for  the  fiesta.  During  the  last  week 
of  the  program,  the  home  arts  students  held  an 
"Afternoon  Coffee"  for  parents.  They  baked  cakes 
and  cookies  for  the  occasion  and  served  refreshments. 

The  Fiesta  was  a great  success.  The  mothers 
of  children  in  the  project  prepared  the  food  that 
was  purchased  with  the  funds  raised  by  the  rummage 
sale.  After  dinner,  the  children  presented  a 
short  program  of  songs,  and  then  each  class  had  a 
chance  to  break  the  pinata  that  they  had  made . 

It  was  great  fun,  with  children  scrambling  for 
candies  teachers  had  put  inside. 

A Parent  Advisory  Council  was  established  at 
the  Open  House  and  met  twice  during  the  school 
session.  Three  parent  aides  employed  by  the 
project  serve  as  the  group's  core.  The  recruiter 
and  director  are  encouraging  the  PAC  to  take  an 
active  role  in  planning  activities  for  both 
parents  and  students. 
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Extensive  medical  services  are  provided  to 
students  in  the  Palatine  project.  All  children 
receive  physical  examinations,  and  Innoculatlons 
are  provided  for  all  those  children  needing  them. 

A local  medical  clinic  provides  the  nurse  prac- 
titioners who  administer  physicals  and  Innoculatlons. 
The  clinic  also  provides  medical  treatment  for 
those  children  requiring  it.  All  children 
receive  TB  tests  as  well  as  vision  and  hearing 
screening.  Dental  screening  is  provided  for  all 
and  treatment  when  necessary  by  Cook  County 
Public  Health. 

The  Palatine  project  is  well  organized  and 
appears  to  be  working  well.  No  major  problems 
have  been  identified.  One  area  that  might  be 
strengthened  is  that  of  the  cultural  component  of 
the  program.  At  present,  the  culture  of  the 
child  is  included  in  music,  art,  and  the  use  of 
the  Spanish  language.  This  aspect  could  be  expanded 
to  Include  a greater  emphasis  on  cultural  awareness. 
The  addition  of  more  bilingual/bicultural  staff 
members  would  further  ensure  good  communication 
between  teachers  and  students.  Additional 
bilingual/bicultural  instructional  materials 
might  also  be  purchased. 

There  appears  to  be  just  the  right  kind  of 
balance  and  blend  of  academic  and  recreational 
activities  to  produce  a relaxed  learning  atmosphere 
for  students.  There  is  structure  with  flexibility. 
Good  medical  services  are  provided  to  meet  the 
health  needs  of  students  as  well.  The  coordination 
of  the  summer  migrant  program  with  the  regular 
term  program  in  Palatine  and  in  nearby  school 
districts  is  commendable.  This  type  of  coordination 
serves  to  provide  much  needed  continuity  in  the 
education  of  migrant  children. 
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DIAMOND  LAKE  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Diamond  Lake 

July  27,  1976;  July  29,  1976 

The  Diamond  Lake  migrant  program  is  the 
largest  in  rillnois.  This  summer  325  students 
are  being  served.  The  migrant  population  in  this 
area  consists  of  Interstate  and  Intrastate  migrants 
and  a large  and  still  growing  settled  out  community. 
Migrants  are  employed  at  nurseries  and  privately 
owned  truck  farms  in  the  area. 

Mary  Ellen  Keegan  is  in  her  second  year  as 
the  project  director.  She  is  principal  of  the 
Diamond  Lake  School  during  the  regular  school 
year.  There  are  17  teachers  and  17  aides  employed 
by  the  project.  Mrs.  Keegan  has  teamed  teachers 
and  aides  so  that  there  is  at  least  one  bilingual 
staff  member  in  each  classroom.  Although  most 
classroom  Instruction  is  in  English,  there  is 
some  Spanish  used  in  all  classrooms.  Those 
students  with  very  limited  English-speaking 
abilities  are  in  a bilingual  classroom  in  which 
English  and  Spanish  are  both  used  as  mediums  of 
instruction. 

There  appears  to  be  good  communication  and 
cooperation  among  the  staff.  They  are  well  Informed 
of  program  procedures,  objectives  and  daily 
events.  This  is  facilitated  by  a two-day  pre- 
service training  session  and  regularly  scheduled 
staff  meetings  held  a minimum  of  two  to  three 
times  per  week.  A copy  of  the  project's  proposal 
objectives  is  given  to  each  staff  member  at  the 
beginning  of  the  program. 

Diamond  Lake  students  include  pre-kindergarten 
through  tenth  grade;  or  three  to  seventeen  years 
of  age.  There  are  15  self-contained  classrooms. 
Including  two  pre-kindergarten  classes,  two 
kindergarten,  three  first  grade,  one  second 
grade,  one  second-third  grades  combined,  one 
fourth  grade,  two  fifth  through  eighth  grades 
combined,  one  high  school  group,  and  one  bilingual 
classroom  for  the  limited  English  speakers.  All 
instructional  areas  are  taught  in  the  classroom 
with  the  exception  of  P.E.  and  music.  Math, 
reading,  language  arts,  career  education,  and 
Spanish  as  needed  are  the  subjects  taught.  Each 
group  also  receives  instruction  in  P.E.  and  music 
on  a daily  basis  with  teachers  specialized  in 
these  fields. 

There  is  some  variance  in  the  approaches 
taken  in  the  various  classrooms  with  respect  to 
the  medium  of  instruction  employed  and  to  the 
emphasis  given  in  the  instructional  areas.  In 
the  2nd-3rd  grade  class,  for  example,  much  instruction 
is  focused  on  the  development  of  math  and  reading 
skills.  Children  were  observed  to  be  working 
with  a variety  of  dittoed  worksheets  in  skill 
areas.  Instruction  was  in  English  with  just  a 
little  Spanish  heard,  as  students  conversed  with 
each  other.  All  of  the  worksheets  completed  by 
each  student  are  placed  in  the  child's  folder,  so 
that  the  teacher  and  student  have  a record  of  his/her 
work.  These  folders  are  displayed  at  Parents' 

Night,  so  that  parents  can  get  a better  idea  of 
what  their  children  are  doing  and  learning  in 
school. 


The  fourth  grade  teacher,  on  the  other  hand, 
takes  a bilingual  approach  in  her  classroom.  She 
uses  English  and  Spanish  to  similar  degrees  as 
mediums  of  instruction.  Children  are  learning  to 
read  in  both  languages.  The  teacher  has  a variety 
of  worksheets,  phonics  and  spelling  drills  In 
English  and  Spanish  to  aid  students.  Children 
appear  to  be  enthusiastic  about  Spanish,  and 
their  parents  are  reported  to  be  pleased  as  well. 

Art  and  geography  lessons  enhance  the  bicultural 
aspect  of  this  approach.  Students  have  completed 
striking  embroideries  using  Mexican  motifs. 

The  Diamond  Lake  project  has  made  great 
strides  in  the  area  of  parent/school  communications. 
So  much  of  the  success  in  this  effort  is  due  to 
the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  the  recruiter, 

Anita  Garza.  A resident  of  the  community  for  16 
years  and  a volunteer  with  community  service 
agencies  that  provide  services  to  migrants,  Anita 
knows  all  the  migrant  families  in  the  area.  She 
is  well  informed  of  their  needs  and  problems  and 
communicates  these  to  the  school. 

The  recruiter  serves  as  a liaison  between 
the  home  and  the  school.  She  visits  the  migrant 
camps  and  homes  several  times  weekly.  In  her 
conversations  with  parents,  she  encourages  them 
to  volunteer  to  help  in  the  classrooms  and  to 
accompany  students  on  field  trips.  At  school  she 
works  closely  with  the  nurse  and  with  classroom 
teachers.  She  tries  to  answer  teachers'  questions 
about  home  visits  and  will  accompany  them,  if 
they  need  someone  who  is  fluent  in  Spanish.  Each 
teacher  is  required  to  make  a minimum  of  two  home 
visits,  but  several  report  having  made  many  more. 

A Parent  Advisory  Council  has  not  formally 
been  organized  this  summer.  There  is  one  that 
functions  during  the  regular  school  year,  and 
plans  now  are  to  carry  it  on  into  next  summer 
with  the  group  of  settled  out  parents  serving  as 
a core.  Parents  now  participate  in  the  program 
as  aides  and  volunteers.  The  pre-school  classes 
have  had  much  success  in  getting  parents  to  come 
in  and  help  in  the  classroom.  In  this  way, 
mothers  are  also  learning  how  they  can  better  • 
help  their  children  at  home  to  prepare  them  for 
school. 

School  functions  in  which  parents  are  encouraged 
to  participate  include  Parents'  Night  Open  House 
and  Chicano  Day.  At  the  Open  House,  parents  are 
able  to  visit  the  classrooms  and  see  what  their 
children  are  doing  in  school.  A slide  show  in 
which  children  are  photographed  engaging  in 
school  activities  is  presented.  On  Ghicano  Day, 
children  present  a program  of  dances,  Spanish 
songs,  gymnastics  and  shadow  plays  for  the 
entire  school  and  parents.  In  addition,  crafts 
projects  students  have  made  over  the  summer  are 
displayed,  and  a meal  is  served.  Prior  to  this 
day,  the  recruiter  buys  and  distributes  food 
stuffs  to  parents.  They  then  prepare  the  food 
and  bring  it  in  for  the  occasion. 

The  Diamond  Lake  project  has  tried  to  coordinate 
its  summer  program  with  the  regular  term  school 
program,  as  many  of  the  children  enrolled  attend 
both.  Many  of  the  staff  members  are  regular  term 
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Instructors  or  aides  In  Diamond  Lake  or  are 
bilingual  teachers  in  the  surrounding  area.  Many 
of  the  district's  materials  are  used  by  the 
summer  program.  All  regular  term  classroom 
teachers  are  asked  to  list  the  needs  of  incoming 
students  in  the  summer  program.  The  fall  workshop 
for  all  district  teachers  provides  an  opportunity 
for  more  Informal  discussion  of  programs  and 
student  needs. 

Diamond  Lake  has  been  successful  in  getting 
older  students,  of  junior  and  senior  high  ages, 
to  participate  in  the  program.  Although  efforts 
to  design  an  educational  program  relevant  to  this 
age  group's  needs  and  interests  are  being  under- 
taken, the  director  and  staff  are  quick  to  identify 
this  as  a target  area  for  curriculum  improvement. 
Last  year  a departmentalized  approach  was  attempted 
with  these  students,  but  it  was  rejected  this 
year.  The  staff  feels  that  students  appeared  to 
be  more  responsive,  when  they  feel  that  one 
teacher  is  responsible  for  them.  This  summer 
these  students  are  divided  into  two  classes, 
which  roughly  correspond  to  junior  and  senior 
high  levels.  Students  are  distributed  within 
these  classes  according  to  their  working  levels. 
Available  materials  that  are  suitable  to  this  age 
group  are  limited,  and  additional  ones  must  be 
obtained. 

The  addition  of  more  bilingual/bicultural 
staff  and  bilingual/bicultural  materials  for 
students  of  all  ages  might  be  considered  in  the 
attempt  to  more  fully  develop  the  bilingual/ 
bicultural  aspect  of  the  present  program.  This 
would  facilitate  the  inclusion  of  more  Instruction 
in  Spanish.  The  current  policy  of  having  one 
bilingual  staff  member  in  each  classroom  is 
commendable  and  a definite  step  in  this  direction. 

There  are  many  strengths  that  can  be  iden- 
tified in  this  project.  Among  them  are  the 
relatively  low  student/staf f ratio  that  ensures 
small  group  instruction  and  the  relaxed  atmos- 
phere in  which  children  can  be  more  open  and  work 
with  fewer  inhibitions.  Parental  support  of  the 
program  and  the  rapport  the  recruiter  has  been 
able  to  build  with  parents  is  noteworthy.  The 
project's  emphasis  on  basic  skills  provides  an 
opportunity  for  students  to  reinforce  and  Improve 
previously  acquired  skills  and  to  learn  new  ones. 
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MARENGO  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Marengo 
July  28,  1976 

The  Marengo  migrant  program,  which  Is  located 
In  north  central  Illinois  serves  a migrant  community 
composed  of  both  Interstate  migrants  and  those  who 
are  beginning  to  settle  out.  Approximately  half 
of  the  children  enrolled  are  Interstate  and  half 
are  five  year  provisional  students.  Most  of  the 
parents  of  the  children  served  work  for  local 
nurseries,  sod  farms  and  Independent  growers  and 
are  involved  in  landscaping  and  truck  gardening. 

Children  range  in  age  from  four  to  fourteen 
years  old.  There  are  five  self-contained  classrooms 
with  students  divided  by  grade  level  in  the  following 
manner:  (1)  Pre-school,  kindergarten;  (2)  first 

and  second  grades;  (3)  third  and  fourth  grades; 

(4)  fifth  and  sixth  grades;  (5)  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  The  academic  subjects  as  well  as  art  and 
music  are  handled  by  individual  teachers  in  their 
classrooms.  Teachers  also  have  access  to  the  home 
economics  and  industrial  arts  rooms.  They  have 
made  good  use  of  the  facilities  by  offering  cooking, 
sewing,  and  crafts.  P.E.  is  taught  by  a teacher 
hired  for  that  purpose.  One  teacher  is  also 
responsible  for  the  learning  center.  The  various 
classes  are  scheduled  in  the  learning  center 
throughout  the  day.  Here  a wide  range  of  books, 
audiovisual  equipment,  tape-recorders,  etc.  are 
available  to  students. 

Individualization  is  particularly  evident  in 
the  use  of  the  Glnn-I.M.S.  math  materials.  Students 
are  given  math  pre-tests  provided  in  the  series. 

Based  on  these  results,  students  are  placed  at  a 
particular  level.  They  can  then  work  at  their  own 
pace  through  the  skills  composing  each  level.  A 
post-test  is  given  to  test  for  skills  mastered  at 
any  particular  level.  Teachers'  comments  on  math 
materials  have  been  very  favorable.  Also  noteworthy 
is  the  Individualized  reading  instruction  in 
English  provided  on  a pull-out  basis  for  those 
students  having  considerable  difficulty  in  this 
area. 

The  instructional  staff  consists  of  seven 
teachers  and  six  aides.  None  of  the  teachers  are 
bilingual-blcultural,  although  one  has  lived  for 
several  years  in  Latin  American  countries.  The 
others  are  bilingual  with  varying  degrees  of 
fluency.  Of  the  aides,  four  are  bilingual-blcultural. 
Although  all  teachers  were  reported  to  be  bilingual, 
the  only  classroom  in  which  Spanish  was  heard  by 
the  observer  was  in  the  older  group.  Two  of  the 
teachers  indicated  that  the  use  of  Spanish  in 
classrooms  had  not  been  encouraged.  More  emphasis 
on  a bilingual  approach  should  be  considered. 

The  teachers  report  that  the  aides  had  been 
very  helpful,  and  there  appears  to  be  good  cooperation 
between  teachers  and  aides.  Several  are  aides 
during  the  regular  school  year  in  Marengo  and 
nearby  communities,  and  they  know  and  have  worked 
with  many  of  the  children  in  the  summer  migrant 
program. 


With  87  students  enrolled  in  the  project  (the 
day  of  the  observer's  visit)  and  11  teachers  and 
aides  working  in  the  five  classrooms,  there  is  a 
student/teacher  ratio  of  approximately  8/1.  Average 
dally  attendance  is,  however,  lower  than  87.  This 
results  In  a decrease  In  the  student /teaclier  ratio 
as  well.  In  one  classroom,  for  example,  although 
12  students  were  enrolled,  only  six  were  In 
attendance;  in  another  classroom,  only  three 
students  were  present.  In  both  cases,  although 
one  teacher  and  one  aide  were  present  in  the 
classrooms,  the  aide  was  not  being  utilized  to  her 
greatest  potential.  There  should  be  even  greater 
emphasis  on  individualization  of  instruction. 

The  work  being  done  with  the  oldest  group  is 
commendable.  The  teacher  has  been  able  to  structure 
a program  and  to  offer  activities  that  are  motivating 
and  yet  meet  the  needs  of  students  of  this  age 
level.  At  the  time  of  the  observer's  visit, 
students  were  very  actively  working  on  a newspaper 
intended  for  distribution  to  all  students  in  the 
school.  They  were  making  up  number  and  word  games 
and  writing  up  interviews  that  were  conducted  with 
teachers.  They  hope  to  report  on  the  activities 
of  the  other  groups.  The  class  is  also  Involved 
in  several  science  projects  and  in  learning  Spanish. 
For  the  latter,  the  teacher  has  a series  of 
interesting  dittos  and  magazines  for  them  to  work 
with.  He  reports  that  at  first  students  were  not 
very  enthusiastic  about  learning  Spanish,  but  that 
they  are  much  more  so  now. 

The  two  days  following  the  state  workshop 
were  used  for  a local  inservice  training  session. 

Two  additional  meetings  with  staff  have  been  held 
since  then  and  one  is  planned  for  the  last  day  of 
school.  The  director  wrote  the  proposal  and, 
according  to  teachers,  has  explained  the  general 
objectives  of  the  program  to  them.  Teachers 
report,  however,  not  having  seen  the  proposal.  It 
is  recommended  that  additional  staff  meetings 
during  the  course  of  the  program  be  scheduled.  A 
meeting  once  a week,  for  example,  would  facilitate 
good  communication  between  administration  and 
staff . 

A Parent  Advisory  Council  has  been  organized; 
five  members  are  currently  serving  on  it.  The 
council's  function  is  to  provide  feedback  on  the 
school  program.  Thus  far  they  have  had  input  into 
changes  made  regarding  fleldtrip  procedures. 

Parents  have  been  instrumental  in  getting  fieldtrips 
more  closely  tied  to  the  curriculum  areas  and  to 
career  awareness,  particularly  for  the  older 
children.  Currently  two  parents  are  employed  in 
the  program  as  aides  and  two  as  cooks.  The  cooks 
prepare  many  Mexican  meals  which  the  students 
enjoy.  According  to  the  project  proposal,  all 
staff  members  are  required  to  make  at  least  one 
home  visit  during  the  program.  At  the  time  of  the 
observer's  visit,  two  teachers  indicated  they  had 
not  as  yet  made  any  home  visits.  The  administration 
might  further  encourage  and  even  organize  home 
visitations.  There  is  a need  for  greater  staff- 
parent  contact  and  communication. 
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Tn  as  much  as  approximately  half  of  the 
students  in  the  summer  migrant  program  attend 
schools  In  the  area  during  tlie  regular  school 
year,  Jt  is  recommended  that  further  effort  be  made 
to  coordinate  and  encourage  follow-through  between 
the  regular  school  year  and  summer  migrant  programs. 

This  project,  as  well  as  others,  would  benefit 
from  a more  structured  approach  to  needs  assessment 
and  student  evaluation.  Currently  both  activities 
are  based  primarily  on  teacher  observation  (math 
is  the  exception).  Three  of  the  teachers  report 
not  having  developed  checklists  in  any  of  the 
subject  matter  areas.  Development  of  checklists 
should  be  explored  in  the  future.

Dark  Forest 
August  2,  1976 

The  Crace  Migrant  Day  Care  Center  in  Park 
Forest  houses  two  summer  programs  for  migrant 
children.  One  is  a pre-school  program  funded 
through  the  Department  of  Children  and  Family 
Services,  and  the  other  is  the  Title  I program. 

The  programs  operate  in  a church  school  building 
and  several  classrooms  across  the  street.  The 
directors  of  both  programs  cooperate  in  such  areas 
as  transportation,  food  and  medical  treatment  to 
maximize  the  delivery  of  services  to  migrant 
children.  For  the  purposes  of  this  report,  unless 
it  is  otherwise  stated,  all  future  reference  to 
"the  migrant  program"  or  "project"  will  be  to  the 
Title  I program. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  program  are  composed 
of  about  60%  interstate  and  40%  five-year  provisional 
migrants.  The  parents  of  these  children  work  on 
privately  owned  farms  in  the  area,  primarily  in 
the  onion,  squash  and  cabbage  fields.  Some, 
particularly  those  who  have  settled  out  or  are  in 
the  process  of  doing  so,  are  involved  in  landscaping 
in  the  community. 

This  project  has  the  longest  hours  of  operation 
of  any  of  the  summer  migrant  programs  in  Illinois. 
Children  attend  school  from  9:00  to  5:00,  participate 
in  a full  day  of  Instruction  and  recreational 
activities,  and  receive  three  meals.  Children  in 
the  program  range  from  4 to  15  years  of  age.  They 
are  divided  into  five  self-contained  classrooms: 
pre-kindergarten;  kindergarten;  6 and  7 year  olds; 

8 and  9 year  olds;  and  10  year  olds  and  older. 
Language  arts,  reading,  math,  science  and  physical 
education  comprise  the  instructional  program, 

Dan  Ferreira  has  been  director  of  the  program 
for  four  years.  Also  employed  by  the  project  for 
the  purpose  of  instruction  are  6 teachers  and  9 
aides.  All  staff  members  are  bilingual  in  Spanish 
and  English.  Several  staff  members  have  worked  in 
the  program  for  several  years  and,  therefore,  know 
many  of  the  students  and  their  families.  They  are 
both  concerned  and  dedicated.  Their  willingness  to 
work  the  long  program  hours,  to  attend  two  school 
functions  for  parents,  and  to  make  two  home  visits 
attests  to  their  dedication.  They  appear  to  be 
working  well  together  and,  most  importantly,  with 
the  children. 

Teachers  and  the  director  have  worked  hard  in 
developing  good  relations  with  parents.  Parents 
are  invited  to  visit  the  school  and  to  accompany 
children  on  field  trips.  A schedule  of  field 
trips  is  sent  home  at  the  start  of  the  program. 

They  are  also  invited  to  attend  the  Open  House  and 
the  Family  Picnic  held  at  the  end  of  the  school 
session.  Two  parents  work  in  the  program  as 
aides,  and  several  have  accompanied  students  on 
field  trips. 

Parents  are  also  encouraged  to  make  their 
views  known  and  to  really  have  a voice  in  the 
program.  A Board  of  Directors  oversees  the  Day 
Care  Center.  The  Board  is  composed  of  1/3  Interested 
community  members,  1/3  Mexlcan-Americans  from  the 
community,  and  1/3  parents  of  migrant  children 
enrolled  in  the  program. 


The  director  has  been  most  effective  In 
obtaining  community  support  for  the  project. 

Among  other  things  he  has  obtained  donations  of 
clothing  and  prizes  to  be  awarded  at  the  family 
picnic.  The  two  churches  offer  at  no  cost  the 
physical  facilities  in  which  the  project  operates. 
This  represents  a substantial  reduction  in  operating 
expenses  for  the  project.  These  funds  can  then  be 
applied  to  securing  additional  services  for 
students . 

A major  focus  in  the  Park  Forest  program  is 
the  development  of  positive  self-concepts  and 
self-awareness  among  students.  Dally  activities 
attempt  to  increase  children's  awareness  of  what 
it  means  to  be  blcultural  or  multicultural;  that 
is,  to  learn  to  understand  other  people  and  to  get 
along  with  them.  Teachers  try  to  build  a sense  of 
self-confidence  in  students,  so  that  they  may 
begin  to  realize  their  full  potentials.  The 
director  and  staff  feel  that  a loosely  structured 
environment  is  best  suited  to  accomplish  these 
goals.  There  is  little  doubt  as  to  the  success 
this  project  has  had  in  being  able  to  weave  a 
cultural  component  throughout  the  program.  Culture 
in  this  sense  does  not  refer  to  lessons  in  the 
history,  geography  or  art  of  Mexico,  but  rather  to 
an  awareness  and  understanding  of  self  and  others 
and  to  developing  capacities  for  interacting  with 
others. 

Pre-  and  post-testing  is  accomplished  with  a 
variety  of  instruments,  including  the  WRAT  and  the 
Sullivan  Reading  Series  Tests,  as  well  as  teacher- 
made  tests,  checklists,  and  informal  assessments 
of  students.  Most  of  the  teachers  report  that 
they  have  not  developed  their  own  objectives  and 
checklists.  They  are  using  checklists  developed 
previously  for  the  project  or  those  used  in  their 
local  school  districts. 

The  group  of  oldest  students  has  been  involved 
in  a variety  of  interesting  activities  this  summer. 
They  wrote  an  original  play  and  presented  it  as  a 
puppet  show.  It  was  such  a success  that  they 
decided  to  make  scenery  and  costumes  and  to  perform 
it  themselves.  Their  teacher  compiled  an  interesting 
unit  on  the  Olympics  in  which  current  events, 
geography,  and  P.E.  were  combined  in  innovative 
oral  and  written  language  activities.  The  teacher 
reports  that  students  have  worked  well  with  the 
SRA  reading  kits,  as  students  can  progress  at 
their  own  rates  according  to  their  reading  levels. 

A variety  of  dittoed  worksheets  in  language  arts 
and  math  are  also  used.  Among  the  arts  and  crafts 
projects  that  have  been  undertaken  are  woodcarving, 
macrame,  and  beading. 

While  the  loose  structure  of  this  program 
seems  to  enhance  good  communication  and  relations 
between  students  and  staff,  more  structure  might 
be  implemented  to  ensure  that  migrant  students  are 
receiving  all  the  instructional  time  required  and 
so  much  needed  in  the  basic  academic  areas.  The 
director  and  staff  may  have  come  to  this  conclusion 
themselves,  as  they  have  agreed  to  participate  in 
a pilot  program  of  curriculum  development  with  the 
SEA  staff.  Goals  Include  the  development  of 
objectives  and  evaluating  and  obtaining  materials. 

It  is  hoped  that  improvements  in  the  curriculum 
can  be  made  by  adding  more  structure,  a bilingual 
component,  and  a component  for  older  students. 
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The  blcultural  approach  will  be  enhanced  with 
greater  emphasis  on  bilingual  Instruction. 

When  the  new  curriculum  Is  developed.  It  Is 
hoped  that  the  SEA  staff,  the  director  and  all 
project  staff  will  meet  jointly  to  review  In 
detail  objectives,  materials,  and  suggested  methods 
for  teaching.  At  present,  there  Is  need  for  a 
more  careful  review  of  the  proposal  by  teachers. 

Some  teachers  report  that  project  objectives  have 
only  been  generally  discussed.  The  Initiation  of 
regularly  scheduled  staff  meetings  might  be  helpful. 

Some  of  the  difficulties  experienced  by  the 
Park  Forest  program  are  related  to  the  fact  that 
the  program  does  not  operate  through  a local 
school  district.  It  has  fewer  materials  available 
for  Its  use  than  many  other  projects.  Most  of  the 
materials  have  been  accumulated  over  past  years  or 
are  teacher-made.  Another  problem  Is  that  of 
obtaining  credit  for  paying  bills.  The  project 
cannot  use  LEA  funds  to  pay  Its  bills  until  the 
federal  money  arrives.  Each  year  this  situation 
has  created  problems  for  the  program. 
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JOLIET  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Joliet 

August  3,  1976 

The  summer  migrant  program  in  Joliet  is 
located  in  the  inner  city,  but  it  serves  children 
residing  in  the  peripheral  area  of  Joliet  proper 
and  neighboring  towns  as  well.  Ed  Janes  has  been 
director  since  the  program's  inception  nine  years 
ago.  During  the  regular  school  year  Ed  is  the 
principal  of  Parks  School,  the  school  which  houses 
the  summer  migrant  program. 

The  composition  of  the  student  population  in 
this  project  is  somewhat  unique  for  Illinois,  as 
there  are  nearly  equal  percentages  of  the  three 
categories  of  migrant  children.  Of  the  95  students 
enrolled  this  summer,  slightly  less  than  one-third 
are  intra-state  migrant,  about  one-third  are 
inter-state  migrant,  and  slightly  more  than  one- 
third  are  five  year  provisional  students.  The 
families  of  the  intra-state  students  may  be  part 
of  what  seems  to  be  a growing  trend  in  Illinois 
for  some  migrants  to  move  from  small  towns  to  the 
larger  cities.  The  majority  of  migrants  in  this 
area  work  in  the  truck  and  sod  farms  located 
nearby. 

Children  enrolled  in  the  project  range  in  age 
from  4-16  years  of  age,  and  Include  pre-kindergarten 
through  ninth  grade.  Students  are  divided  into 
three  classrooms:  pre-kindergarten — first  grade, 

second-fourth  grades,  and  fifth  and  above.  Employed 
in  the  program  are  three  regular  classroom  teachers 
and  three  teachers  who  are  specialists  in  the 
areas  of  art,  music,  and  physical  education.  In 
addition,  two  student  teachers,  six  aides,  and 
five  CETA  (Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act) 
aides  work  in  the  program.  Children  receive  their 
instruction  in  language  arts,  reading,  oral  language, 
and  math  in  their  classrooms.  They  then  rotate  as 
groups  through  the  three  special  areas. 

The  low  student/teacher  ratio  in  the  project 
is  used  to  its  greatest  advantage  by  maximizing  as 
much  as  possible  small  group  and  individualized 
Instruction.  A mini- approach  to  teaching  is 
employed.  In  order  to  do  so,  teachers,  aides  and 
student  teachers  must  work  together  closely.  Both 
the  director  and  teachers  report  that  mini-teaching 
has  been  a great  help  in  their  effort  to  design 
and  implement  educational  programs  that  meet  the 
special  needs  of  individual  students. 

Small  group  instruction  is  particularly 
evident  in  the  class  of  pre-kindergarten,  kinder- 
garten, and  first  grade  children.  This  class  is 
involved  in  the  Early  Prevention  of  School  Failure 
program.  On  the  occasion  of  this  visit  children 
were  observed  to  be  working  in  five  groups,  with 
three  to  five  children  in  each  group.  These 
groups  are  formed  on  the  basis  of  pre-tests 
according  to  students'  needs  in  four  areas: 
visual,  auditory,  fine  motor,  and  language.  The 
fifth  area,  gross  motor,  is  covered  in  PE  instruction. 
There  are  three  to  four  groups  of  students  per 
area.  The  teacher  tries  to  schedule  the  groups  so 
that  each  child  has  the  opportunity  to  work  in 
each  of  the  four  areas  dally. 


An  integral  part  of  the  Joliet  project  is  the 
procedure  of  pre-testing,  followed  by  diagnosis, 
instruction,  and  finally  reassessment.  Diagnostic 
tests  are  administered  to  determine  what  the 
unique  needs  of  each  child  are.  In  the  areas  of 
reading  and  math  (for  those  children  who  are 
competent  in  English)  the  Metropolitan  Achievement 
Test  is  used.  The  scores  each  child  obtains  on 
this  test  give  the  teacher  an  idea  of  the  level  at 
which  the  child  is  operating.  The  student  is  then 
placed  on  skills  continue  in  the  areas  of  language 
arts  and  math.  The  continue  serve  as  checklists 
to  record  student  progress.  Commercially  prepared 
reading  and  math  series  and  their  accompanying 
skills  mastery  tests  further  aid  in  the  evaluation 
of  student  progress.  These  checklists  and  others 
and  all  test  scores  are  kept  on  file.  They  can 
easily  be  referred  to  at  the  start  of  each  summer 
program  to  expedite  student  placement. 

To  further  aid  in  placement  and  grouping  of 
students,  the  information  provided  by  Dr.  T.  Ernest 
Newland's  testing  program  in  the  learning  potential 
of  migrant  children  is  used.  The  Kuhlmann -Anderson 
Test  has  been  translated  into  Spanish  for  use  with 
migrant  students.  Dr.  Newland  has  explained  the 
results  of  each  child's  test  with  his/her  teacher. 

This  data  has  aided  in  the  identification  of 
learning  disability  or  physical  problems  among 
students.  A further  determination  in  these  areas 
can  be  obtained  by  the  district's  school  psychologist 
or  the  Title  VI  Diagnostic  Center  in  Joliet. 

The  project  staff  also  attempts  to  assess  the 
language  dominance  of  students.  On  the  basis  of 
conversations  with  bilingual  teachers,  students 
are  categorized  according  to  the  following  levels 
of  fluency  in  English:  1)  Spanish-dominant — 

little  or  no  English;  2)  difficulty  in  English; 

3)  hesitation  in  English;  and  4)  fluency  in 
English.  This  information  is  used  to  further 
design  an  educational  program  to  meet  the  needs  of 
individual  students. 

Consistent  with  the  program's  philosophy 
regarding  the  need  to  first  assess  students  and 
then  to  provide  activities  addressed  to  the 
acquisition  of  specific  skills,  is  the  Physical 
Education  Program  completed  this  summer.  The 
culmination  of  several  years  work,  the  program 
consists  of  objectives,  checklists  of  fine  and 
gross  motor  development,  and  activities  designed 
for  use  in  an  eight-week  program.  A supplement 
with  Instructions  for  making  home-made  physical 
education  equipment  to  be  used  with  the  program  is 
provided. 

Another  noteworthy  project  developed  at  the 
Joliet  program  and  currently  being  used  is  an  arts  and 
crafts  manual  prepared  by  the  art  teacher,  Marion 
Purdy.  Entitled  "With  These  Hands... Arts  and 
Crafts  Projects,"  it  is  a collection  of  activities 
designed  to  present  students  with  a wide  range  of 
art  experiences.  Including  use  of  various  media. 

The  objectives  of  the  project  are:  to  provide  a 

child  with  activities  that  present  a challenge  but 
can  be  achieved  with  success;  to  aid  in  the 
development  of  the  child's  perceptive  powers;  to 
create  a happy  experience  for  the  child;  and  to 
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provide  activities  that  result  In  finished  products 
that  the  child  can  take  home.  Many  of  the  materials 
necessary  for  the  activities  included  are  inexpensive 
and  easily  accessible. 

The  special  areas  of  P.E.,  art  and  music  are 
viewed  as  Integral  parts  of  the  program.  P.E.  Is, 
for  example,  coordinated  with  music  In  dance  and 
rhythm  activities,  with  fine  motor  coordination  in 
art,  and  with  gross  motor  coordination  in  the 
Early  Prevention  of  School  Failure  Program.  All 
three  special  areas  are  Important  aspects  of  the 
emphasis  on  the  development  of  positive  self- 
concepts  and  of  improving  social  interaction 
skills  among  students. 

The  program's  cultural  component  is  also 
important  in  this  regard.  School  corridors  are 
decorated  with  students'  art  work  and  plnatas  hang 
from  the  celling.  During  the  lunch  period, 

Mexicati  music  is  often  played.  A primary  purpose 
of  the  program  is  that  of  aiding  in  the  development 
of  positive  self-concepts  of  migrant  students  by 
making  them  proud  of  the  languages  and  heritages 
of  their  cultures. 

The  director,  who  also  serves  as  recruiter, 
has  worked  hard  to  gain  the  trust  and  confidence 
of  parents  and  to  encourage  their  participation 
in  the  school  program.  Ed  makes  frequent  visits 
to  the  migrant  camps,  where  he  always  speaks  with 
parents  on  a very  informal  basis.  He  invites 
parents  to  visit  the  school,  to  accompany  the 
children  on  field  trips,  and  to  serve  as  volun- 
teers. He  also  encourages  parents  to  attend  the 
adult  education  classes  and  pre-GED  class  held  at 
Parks  School  in  the  morning. 

Ed  has  made  a considerable  effort  in  the 
areas  of  keeping  Informed  of  available  community 
resources  and  of  encouraging  the  involvement  of 
the  community  in  the  migrant  program  and  migrant 
community.  He  routinely  contacts  community 
organizations  and  agencies  to  obtain  donations  of 
clothing,  shoes,  and  eye  glasses.  He  also  attempts 
to  identify  sources  of  assistance  in  legal, 
housing,  and  other  matters. 

An  innovative  feature  of  this  program  is  the 
attempt  that  has  been  made  in  upgrading  staff, 
particularly  program  aides.  The  Joliet  project  is 
working  in  cooperation  with  the  National  College 
of  Education  and  the  Bilingual  Education  Service 
Center  in  Arlington  Heights  to  provide  classes  for 
migrant  aides  that  will  prepare  them  to  meet  the 
requirements  for  certification.  Classes  are  held 
three  afternoons  per  week  at  Parks  School.  Courses 
offered  have  included  Comparative  Linguistics, 
Classroom  Methods  for  Teacher  Aides,  and  Founda- 
tions of  Bilingual/Bicultural  Education. 

A problem  area  identified  by  the  director  is 
the  need  to  offer  a more  meaningful  and  practically 
oriented  educational  program  for  older  students. 

This  summer  the  Joliet  project  participated  in  a 
one-week  pilot  program  in  career  education. 

Student  Involvement  and  interest  is  reported  to 
have  been  high.  The  director  hopes  to  expand  this 
program  next  year,  so  that  career  education  will 
be  covered  on  a regular  basis. 


There  are  many  strengths  that  can  be  Identified 
in  the  Joliet  migrant  program.  It  is  a comprehensive, 
well-planned  educational  program  that  Includes  a 
variety  of  supportive  services.  The  director  is 
well  organized  and  very  helpful  to  his  staff. 

Teachers  report  that  he  spends  several  hours  with 
each  of  them  at  the  start  of  the  program  to  show 
them  the  facilities,  materials  and  equipment,  and 
to  explain  the  program  in  great  detail. 

The  basic  approach  of  developing  objectives, 
pre-testing  to  identify  student  strengths  and 
weaknesses,  providing  instructional  activities 
designed  to  address  student  needs,  and  post- 
testing to  assess  student  gains  is  sound.  It 
offers  structure  but  also  allows  for  flexibility 
and  teacher  input.  Staff  members  are  well  utilized 
to  maximize  the  benefits  of  small  group  instruction. 
There  is  much  contact  between  the  school  and 
student  homes,  and  good  rapport  has  been  established 
with  parents. 
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OSWEGO  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Oswego 

August  5,  1976 

The  Oswego  suminer  migrant  program  has  grown 
over  its  years  of  operation  to  become  the  second 
largest  in  Illinois,  with  277  students  enrolled 
this  summer.  Approximately  60%  of  the  students 
attending  are  interstate  migrants,  the  majority 
from  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  in  Texas.  Most  of  the 
remaining  students  are  children  of  settled-out 
families.  There  is  a sizable  Mexlcan-American 
community  that  resides  on  a permanent  basis  in  the 
neighboring  town  of  Aurora.  Migrants  in  this  area 
work  principally  on  private  farms  in  truck  gardening 
and  in  the  onion  and  sod  fields. 

Don  Kroenlng  has  been  director  of  this 
program  for  seven  years.  During  the  regular 
school  year  he  is  the  reading  supervisor  for  the 
Oswego  School  District.  His  expertise  in  the 
fields  of  language  arts  and  reading  in  English  is 
well  utilized,  as  these  are  major  areas  of  focus 
in  the  Oswego  project. 

Children  in  the  program  range  from  3 to  15 
years  of  age.  They  include  preschool  through 
eighth  grade.  Children  are  grouped  into  nine 
self-contained  classrooms  which  roughly  correspond 
to  one  classroom  per  grade  in  the  following 
levels:  preschool;  kindergarten;  first  through 

sixth  grades;  and  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
combined.  To  further  meet  individual  needs,  there 
is  some  non-graded  exchange  of  students,  particu- 
larly in  areas  requiring  substantial  remediation. 

Ten  teachers  and  twelve  aides  are  employed  by 
the  project.  Teachers  cover  language  arts,  math, 
science,  health,  social  studies  (Spanish  culture), 
career  awareness  and  art  in  their  classrooms. 
Instructional  aides  are  often  used  to  work  with 
individuals  or  with  small  groups.  The  school's 
learning  center  offers  excellent  physical  facilities, 
materials,  and  equipment  for  emphasis  on  individual- 
ization. 

Students  are  pre-  and  post-tested  on  a variety 
of  instruments  to  assess  their  strengths  and 
weaknesses  and  to  reassess  gains  following  instruc- 
tion. The  WRAT  (Wide  Range  Achievement  Test)  is 
used  in  reading,  spelling  and  arithmetic,  as  are 
teacher-made  tests,  tests  accompanying  commercially 
prepared  materials,  and  checklists. 

A detailed  description  of  curriculum  objectives 
in  each  subject  area  is  Included  in  the  project 
proposal.  The  checklist  of  objectives  for  each 
instructional  area  is  used  as  part  of  the  curriculum 
itself.  The  same  basic  curriculum  provides 
continuity  in  instruction  from  one  summer  to  the 
next . 

The  proposal  and  particularly  the  curriculum 
are  discussed  in  detail  with  teachers  at  the  local 
preservice  session.  Further  clarification  and 
discussion  of  these  and  other  matters  can  be 
accomplished  at  regular  scheduled  staff  meetings. 
These  meetings,  held  twice  weekly  in  the  afternoons 
after  school  is  dismissed,  are  Instrumental  in 
strengthening  good  relations  and  communication 
among  staff  members. 


The  daily  schedule  for  the  primary  and  inter- 
mediate levels  includes  periods  of  instruction  in 
English  language  arts,  social  studies,  art,  and 
some  Spanish  in  the  mornings.  Math,  health, 
science  and  career  education  are  generally  covered 
in  the  afternoons.  The  last  hour  or  so  of  the 
school  day  is  devoted  to  a special  activity  according 
to  the  day  of  the  week.  Included  are  the  Monday 
Sing,  Cultural  Tuesday,  the  Wednesday  Special,  and 
the  weekly  Thursday  Newspaper.  On  Friday  everyone 
participates  in  a field  trip  for  the  entire  day. 

Songs  in  both  English  and  Spanish  are  learned 
and  sung  on  Monday  Sing.  On  Cultural  Tuesday  the 
various  groups  take  turns  doing  a presentation  on 
the  history,  geography,  or  art  of  Mexico.  For 
this  activity  one  group  studied  the  Aztec  calendar 
in  detail.  One  of  the  Wednesday  Special  activities 
consisted  of  the  launching  of  rockets  assembled 
and  painted  by  one  class  in  conjunction  with  their 
science  lesson.  The  weekly  newspaper,  "published" 
on  Thursday,  is  written  each  week  by  a different 
class.  Editions  of  the  newspaper  include  riddles, 
word  and  number  games,  and  pictures  to  color,  as 
well  as  short  articles  on  places  students  have 
visited  on  field  trips  and  activities  that  have 
taken  place  or  are  forthcoming. 

A noteworthy  project  undertaken  in  past  years 
in  the  Oswego  project  and  currently  being  used 
here,  as  well  as  at  other  migrant  program  sites, 
is  the  booklet,  "Educational  Field  Trips  in  Northern 
Illinois."  Places  of  interest  in  the  Chicago 
metropolitan  area  are  listed,  information  is 
included  on  hours  of  operation  and  fees,  and  a 
brief  description  is  provided.  7,oos,  museums, 
campus  and  commercial  tours  are  among  the  entries. 
Although  this  booklet  Is  most  useful  to  projects 
located  within  a reasonable  distance  to  Chicago, 
other  projects  may  wish  to  adapt  this  Idea  to 
their  own  locales.  This  information  is  useful  to 
teachers  in  planning  field  trips  that  will  be 
enjoyable,  educational  experiences  for  students. 

Another  project  undertaken  in  past  years  and 
presently  in  use  is  the  "Oswego  Occupational  ■ 
Information  Program  for  Migrants."  This  booklet 
contains  information  that  can  be  used  by  migrant 
teachers  in  designing  career  development  learning 
experiences.  It  encompasses  career  awareness, 
self-awareness,  and  career  exploration  activities 
and  is  relevant  for  children  in  kindergarten 
through  eighth  grade.  The  program  lists  perfor- 
mance objectives  for  each  grade  level  and  activities 
that  may  be  used  to  achieve  those  objectives. 

This  year  it  has  been  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
Bread  and  Butterflies  career  education  film  series 
to  present  an  organized  program  of  career  aware- 
ness. 

The  Oswego  program  must  be  commended  For  its 
attempt  to  provide  medical  assistance  to  so  many 
students.  All  children  entering  kindergarten, 
first,  fifth,  and  ninth  grades  receive  physical 
exams.  The  Aurora  Free  Clinic  is  available  for 
attention  to  major  medical  problems.  All  students 
receive  a dental  examination  and  flouride  treatment. 

A local  dentist  provides  treatment  for  those 
students  requiring  it.  Visual  and  auditory  screening 
and  TB  tests  are  also  conducted.  A nurse  is  on 
the  staff  to  handle  any  problems  that  may  arise. 
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A Parent  Advisory  Council  has  been  organized, 
although  the  director  has  expressed  some  disappoint 
ment  with  the  degree  of  parent  turn-out  and  partici 
patlon.  What  is  important  is  that  an  attempt  is 
being  made  to  encourage  parent  Involvement  and  to 
create  a vehicle  for  parent  input  into  the  program. 
A fiesta  is  planned  for  the  last  day  of  the  program 
At  present  two  parents  are  working  in  the  project 
as  aides. 

Much  of  the  communication  between  the  school 
and  parents  has  been  the  responsibility  of  the 
recruiter.  Teachers  do  take  turns  riding  the  bus 
with  students  and  do  have  an  opportunity  to  speak 
with  parents  on  these  occasions.  However,  some  of 
the  teachers  have  not  made  home  visits.  Increased 
participation  of  staff  members  in  making  informal 
home  visits  will  aid  in  the  further  development  of 
good  communications  and  relations  between  the  home 
and  school. 

There  are  many  exciting  and  worthwhile  activ- 
ities being  carried  out  in  the  Oswego  program.  It 
is  suggested,  however,  in  light  of  the  short 
duration  of  the  program,  that  a reevaluation  of 
all  these  activities  be  undertaken  to  ascertain 
whether  the  full  potential  of  each  one  is  being 
realized.  The  possibility  exists  that  efforts 
might  be  better  concentrated  in  fewer  areas  rather 
than  being  spread  in  so  many  different  directions. 

One  of  the  strengths  of  the  Oswego  program  is 
the  sound  curriculum  in  the  basic  skill  areas, 
most  notably  in  language  arts  and  reading.  The 
Instruction  offered  in  these  areas  is  of  great 
benefit  to  the  migrant  student.  The  variety  of 
enjoyable  educational  experiences  offered  to 
students  is  an  additional  strength.

CENTRO  TEZCATLIPOCA  MIGRANT  PROGRAM  VISITATION 
Andalusia 
August  11,  1976 

Gentro  Tezcatllpoca,  the  migrant  program  in 
Andalusia,  has  the  latest  starting  and  ending 
dates  of  all  the  projects  in  Illinois.  The 
migrant  community  in  this  Western  Illinois  town  is 
primarily  employed  by  Independent  tomato  growers. 

Most  of  the  migrants  in  this  area  do  not  arrive 
until  the  end  of  July  or  early  August,  and  the 
majority  stay  until  the  end  of  the  tomato  season — 
any  time  from  early  September  to  mid-October. 

The  students  served  by  the  project  are  almost 
exclusively  inter-state  migrants  (79  of  83  enrolled 
students).  Only  a couple  of  families  have  settled 
out  here,  although  there  is  a large  Latino  community 
in  the  nearby  Quad  Cities.  The  children  at  Centro 
Tezcatllpoca  range  in  age  from  5 to  15  years  old 
and  are  in  grades  Kindergarten-8th.  Younger 
children,  ages  2-4  years  are  served  by  the  Migrant 
Child  Development  Center.  Both  centers  are 
administered  under  the  same  board  of  directors. 

Mary  Sierra  is  the  project  director  for  both 
schools. 

The  proposal  at  Centro  Tezcatllpoca  was 
written  originally  to  include  children  through 
sixth  grade  only.  As  older  students  registered, 
the  program  was  expanded  to  Include  7th  and  8th 
grades  as  well.  Children  are  divided  into  four 
groups:  K-lst,  2nd-3rd,  4th-5th,  6th-8th.  The 

instructional  program  is  made  up  of  communication 
arts,  math,  social  studies,  science  and  human 
development.  The  latter  includes  the  areas  of 
self-concept,  cultural  awareness,  and  fine  arts. 

The  cultural  awareness  component  of  the  program  is 
reflected,  for  example,  in  the  physical  atmosphere 
of  the  school.  Corridor  walls  are  decorated  with 
brightly  colored  posters  focusing  on  aspects  of 
the  Mexican  and  Mexican-American  heritage. 

The  program's  Instructional  staff  is  composed 
of  4 teachers  and  4 aides,  all  of  whom  are  bilingual/ 
blcultural.  Instruction  and  classroom  discussions 
are  carried  on  in  both  English  and  Spanish.  This 
is  important  in  a program  such  as  this  one  in 
which  practically  all  students  are  Spanish-dominant. 
The  objective  as  stated  by  the  project  director  is 
to  instruct  in  both  languages  and  to  create  an 
"atmosphere  where  the  children  will  look  at 
themselves  and  at  each  other  with  pride." 

One  area  in  which  the  project  has  made  great 
strides  is  that  of  parent /school  communications. 

A letter  written  by  the  project  director  is  sent 
home  with  each  student  after  the  child's  first  day 
of  school.  It  provides  a brief  description  of  the 
purpose  of  the  program,  the  curriculum  areas 
included,  and  the  supportive  services  offered. 

Most  importantly,  the  letter  attempts  to  assure 
parents  that  their  children  are  well  cared  for  and 
to  extend  to  them  an  open  invitation  to  visit  the 
school. 

Home  visits  by  teachers  to  students'  homes 
are  very  strongly  encouraged.  Teachers  are  supposed 
to  make  at  least  one  home  visit  for  each  child  in 
her  group.  The  three  teachers  with  whom  this 
observer  spoke  reported  having  visited  all  of 


their  students'  homes.  On  the  day  that  the  project 
staff  are  to  begin  the  home  visits,  a short  note 
is  sent  to  parents  to  inform  them  of  the  purpose 
of  the  visits  and  the  times  during  which  they 
can  expect  teachers.  The  director  reports  visiting 
the  migrant  camps  and  farms  almost  on  a daily 
basis. 

Communication  between  parents  and  staff  is 
maintained  through  the  program  by  means  of  a 
progress  report  written  by  teachers  and  sent  to 
each  child's  parents  every  two  weeks.  The  report 
consists  of  two  sections — one  for  the  teacher's 
comments  and  the  other  for  parents'  responses 
and  suggestions. 

At  the  end  of  the  program,  a questionnaire  is 
sent  to  the  parents.  Their  assessment  of  the 
program  is  sought  in  terms  of  suggestions  or 
improvements  which  would  make  the  program  meet 
their  needs  and  their  children's  needs  more  closely. 
Questions  include  such  topics  as  the  hours  of 
program  operation,  medical  and  dental  services 
provided,  home  visits  made  by  the  staff,  parent 
involvement,  parent/staff  communication,  and 
parent  reactions  to  the  program. 

On  the  Saturday  following  the  final  day  of 
the  program  a fiesta  is  held  for  all  of  the  families. 
Each  family  is  requested  to  bring  one  dish  of 
prepared  food.  After  dinner  the  children  present 
a program  of  songs  and  dances.  A band  provides 
music  and  a dance  for  all  is  held.  Transportation 
is  provided  for  those  families  who  need  it. 

Parents  are  members  of  the  board  that  oversees 
the  administration  of  both  the  Centro  and  the 
Migrant  Child  Development  Center.  Parents  who  are 
not  members  of  the  board  are  also  invited  to  a 
general  meeting  during  which  time  they  may  share 
their  ideas  on  the  programs.  It  is  primarily 
through  the  camp  visits,  when  the  director  and 
staff  are  able  to  speak  informally  with  parents, 
that  parents  are  encouraged  to  become  involved  in 
school  programs. 

One  problem  area  in  this  program  centers 
around  the  lack  of  sufficient  instructional  materials. 
The  program,  having  operated  for  a few  years  now, 
has  accumulated  a small  inventory  of  materials, 
but  these  are  not  sufficient.  The  State  Mobile  Van 
has  been  helpful  in  alleviating  some  of  the  difficulty. 
Lack  of  adequate  materials  has  also  adversely 
affected  the  capability  of  the  project  to  utilize 
individualized  instruction  more  widely. 

The  director  also  cites  the  evaluation  of 
student  progress  as  another  area  needing  improvement. 

At  present  it  is  accomplished  with  difficulty, 
with  teachers  relying  on  their  own  checklists  or 
checklists  developed  in  nearby  school  districts 
where  they  are  employed  during  the  regular  school 
year.  The  staff  is  currently  involved  in  the 
development  of  a checklist  of  skills  for  each 
grade  level  based  on  a revision  of  checklists 
prepared  in  previous  years. 

Coordination  with  the  regular  school  year 
program  exists  to  the  extent  that  there  is  an 
attempt  to  register  students  who  will  remain  in 
the  area  into  the  fall.  At  the  end  of  the  summer 
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program,  a letter  Is  sent  to  parents  informing 
them  that  with  their  permission  the  migrant 
program  will  register  their  children  and  pay  book 
fees.  A form  is  provided  for  their  signature. 
Summer  migrant  teachers  also  inform  local  school 
districts  where  they  can  be  located,  in  the  event 
that  they  are  needed. 

In  the  area  of  medical  services  provided  to 
students,  a nurse  is  employed  and  shared  by  the 
Centro  and  Day  Care  Center.  Physicals  are  pro- 
vided through  the  Muscatine  Migrant  Clinic.  The 
Dental  Van  of  the  University  of  Iowa  provided  only 
emergency  care  this  year.  It  is  recommended  that 
an  attempt  be  made  to  provide  dental  screening  and 
treatment  to  all  children  in  the  coming  year. 

Among  the  strengths  identified  by  the  director 
and  staff  are  a dedicated  and  cooperative  staff, 
the  building  of  basic  skill  areas  and  self-concept 
among  students,  and  the  program's  bilingualism  and 
bllculturalism  which  enable  the  staff  to  better 
relate  to  the  children.  The  director  sums  it  by 
saying,  "They  [the  children]  know  they're  wanted 
here." 


Problems  center  around  a lack  of  adequate  and 
sufficient  materials  and  adequate  facilities  in 
which  to  hold  the  program.  Some  problems  were 
encountered  in  finding  a physical  facility  in 
which  to  hold  the  project.  Permission  was  granted 
to  use  the  Andalusia  Grade  School,  but  the  project 
had  to  move  to  a church  in  the  community  during 
its  last  two  weeks  so  that  the  school  could  be 
cleaned  and  prepared  for  the  regular  school  year 
program.  Because  of  the  late  arrivals  of  migrants 
in  this  area,  it  is  not  feasible  to  begin  the 
summer  program  earlier,  and  thereby,  to  end  it 
earlier . 

As  stated  previously,  the  director  of  the 
Centro  also  serves  as  the  director  of  the  Day  Care 
Center.  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  she  must  be 
very  dedicated  and  she  must  put  in  many  additional 
hours  of  work.  It  is  recommended,  however,  that  a 
full-time  director  be  at  the  site  and  responsible 
for  it.  Presently  a lead  teacher  is  able  to 
handle  many  problems  and  answer  questions  that 
arise,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  instruc- 
tional areas.  However,  there  are  other  problems, 
primarily  administrative  ones,  that  only  the 
director  can  adequately  handle.
